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OF  THE 

UNITED  FOREIGN  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 


ARTICLE  I. 

This  Society  shall  be  composed  of  the  Presbyterian, 
Reformed  Dutch,  and  Associate  Reformed  Churches; 
and  all  others  who  may  choose  to  join  them ; and  shall 
be  known  by  the  name  of  “The  United  Foreign 
M iss ionary  Society.” 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  spread  the 
Gospel  among  the  Indians  of  North  America,  the  in- 
habitants of  Mexico  and  South  America,  and  in  other 
portions  of  the  heathen  and  antichristian  world. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by 
a Board  consisting  of  a President,  six  Vice-Presi- 
dents, a Secretary  for  Foreign  Correspondence,  a 
Secretary  for  Domestic  Correspondence,  a Pieeord- 
ing  Secretary,  a Treasurer,  and  twenty-seven  Mana- 
gers, to  be  annually  chosen  by  the  Society.  They 
shall  have  power  to  enact  their  own  By-Laws;  to 
supply  any  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  the  Board ; 
and  to  appoint  honorary  Directors  and  Vice-Presi- 
dents, in  testimony  of  respect  for  eminent,  services. 
Seven  shall  constitute  a quorum. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Board  shall  present  their  Annual  Report  to 
the  highest  judicatories  of  the  three  denominations, 
for  their  information. 

article  v. 

Any  person  paying  three  dollars  annually,  or  thirty 
dollars  at  one  time,  shall  be  a Member  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  President,  Treasurer,  and  Secretary  of  Socie- 
ties Auxiliary  to  this,  shall  be  ex-officio  Members  of 
the  Board  of  Managers. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  Annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held, 
in  the  City  of  New- York,  on  the  Wednesday  pre- 
ceding the  second  Thursday  of  May. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Missionaries  shall  be  selected  from  the  three 
Churches  indiscriminately. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered  by  a vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present  at  an  annual  meeting, 
with  the  consent  of  the  highest  judicatories  of  the 
three  denominations.

whom  shall  constitute  a quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business. 

IV.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet , 

or  oftener,  if  necessary,  on  a day  to  be  fixed  by 
themselves. 

V.  The  Board  shall  appoint  Agents  to  solicit  sub- 
scriptions and  donations  to  the  funds  of  the  Society. 

VI.  The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  all  the 
monies  belonging  to  the  Society,  and  transmit  them, 
semi-annually,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  “ United 
Foreign  Missionary  Society at  New-York. 

VII.  The  Secretary  shall  record  the  proceedings 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  of  the  Society,  at 
their  annual  meetings. 

VIII.  There  shall  be  a meeting  of  the  Society  once 

a year,  on  the  day  of  February,  when  the 

officers  shall  be  chosen,  and  the  other  business  of  the 
Society  transacted.

HELD  IN  THE  CITY  HOTEL,  BROADWAY,  NEW-YORK, 

On  Wednesday  Evening,  May  7,  1823. 

THE  HON.  STEPHEN  VAN  RENSSELAER, 

PRESIDENT  OF  THE  SOCIETT,  IN  THE  CHAIR. 

The  Meeting  was  opened  with  Prayer,  by  the  Reverend  Dr. 
Milledoler,  of  New-York. 

The  Annual  Report  was  read  by  Mr.  Z.  Lewis,  the  Secre- 
tary for  Domestic  Correspondence,  aided  by  the  Reverend 
Dr.  Milledoler,  Secretary  for  Foreign  Correspondence. 

On  motion , by  J.  C.  Hornblowek,  Esq.  of  Newark,  New- 
Jersey,  and  seconded  by  the  Rev.  Mathias  Bkuen,  of  this  city. 

Resolved, 

That  the  Report  now  read,  be  accepted,  and  that  it  be  print- 
ed by  the  Secretary  for  Domestic  Correspondence. 

On  motion,  by  the  Rev.  Thompson  S.  Harris,  Missionary  at 
the  Seneca  station,  seconded  by  the  Rev.  R.  B.  E.  M’Leod,  of 
this  city, 

Resolved, 

That  the  thanks  of  this  Society  be  presented  to  Auxiliary 
Societies  : to  Congregations  which  have  made  their  Ministers 


Members  for  Life,  and  those  which  have  made  collections  at 
the  Monthly  Coucert  of  Prayer  ; and  to  all  who,  by  contri- 
butions in  money,  or  in  any  articles  for  the  support  and  com- 
fort of  the  Mission  Families,  have  aided  the  operations  of  the 
Society  during  the  past  year. 

On  motion  by  the  Rev.  Reuben  Smith,  of  BaUston,  Sara- 
toga County,  JV.  Y.,  seconded  by  the  Rev.  Samuel  H.  Cox,  of 
this  City, 

Resolved, 

That  Clergymen  and  other  friends  of  Indian  Missions 
throughout  our  country,  be  respectfully  and  urgently  requested 
to  exert  their  influence  in  forming  Auxiliary  Societies,  in  pro- 
curing collections  at  the  Monthly  Concert  of  Prayer,  and  in 
promoting  other  modes  of  augmenting  the  funds  of  this  In- 
stitution. 

After  the  audience  had  retired,  the  following  resolution  was 
proposed  and  adopted  : — 

Resolved, 

That  the  thanks  of  the  Society  be  presented  to  Mr.  Chester 
Jenings,  for  the  use  of  his  room;  and  that  he  be  appointed  a 
Life  Member  of  the  Society. 

The  Annual  Sermon  was  delivered  in  the  Church,  in  Mur- 
ray-street,  on  the  succeeding  Sabbath  Evening,  by  the  Rev. 
P.  M.  YVhelpley.  The  introductory  Prayer  was  offered  by 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Blatchfohd,  of  Lansingburgh,  and  the  con- 
cluding Prayer  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Harhis,  one  of  the  Society’s 
Missionaries. 
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SUSTAINED  by  the  Providence  of  God,  your 
Managers  have  been  enabled  to  pursue  their  Mis- 
sionary operations  through  another  year.  So  far  as 
the  exhausted  state  of  their  Treasury  would  permit, 
they  have  endeavoured  to  press  forward  in  the  work 
committed  to  their  charge,  with  fidelity  and  vigour. 
While  they  have  esteemed  it  their  privilege  and  their 
duty  to  convey  the  light  of  the  Gospel,  and  the  bless- 
ings of  civilized  life,  to  the  pagans  of  the  wilderness, 
they  have  rejoiced  that  the  result  is  directed  by  Infi- 
nite Wisdom,  and  controlled  by  an  Omnipotent  arm. 
They  have  been  cheered  by  the  prophetic  declara- 
tion— Not  by  might , nor  by  power,  but  by  my  Spirit , 
saith  the  Lord. 

To  a detailed  view  of  their  operations,  during  the 
past  year,  your  Managers  will  at  once  proceed.  Pur- 
suing the  order  observed  in  their  former  Reports, 
they  invite  your  attention,  first,  to  the 

UNION  MISSION. 

In  our  last  Annual  Report,  the  history  of  this  Mis- 
sion was  brought  down  to  the  26th  of  December, 
1821.  It  will  now  be  continued  to  the  25th  of  March 
of  the  present  year,  embracing  a period  of  nearly 
fifteen  months. 
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Your  Managers  are  happy  to  announce,  that  the 
war,  which  had  raged  for  some  time  between  the 
Osages  and  Cherokees,  and  which  had  greatly  re- 
tarded the  operations  of  your  Mission,  was  brought 
to  a close  in  the  course  of  the  last  summer.  Through 
the  intervention  of  our  National  Government,  a ge- 
neral Council  of  the  Chiefs  and  Warriours  of  both 
tribes  was  held  at  Fort  Smith,  on  the  30th  of  July. 
The  negociation  continued  for  ten  or  tw  elve  days  ; 
and,  after  a full  and  satisfactory  discussion,  the  exist- 
ing difficulties  were  amicably  adjusted.  Eight  of 
the  captured  Osages  were  surrendered  on  the  0th  of 
August,  and  the  remaining  twenty-one  on  the  21st  of 
September. 

The  terms  of  the  treaty,  so  far  as  they  have  yet 
been  communicated  to  the  Board,  as  well  as  the  ef- 
fect produced  upon  the  feelings  of  the  Mission  Fa- 
mily, by  the  restoration  of  peace,  are  given  in  a let- 
ter, from  the  Superintendant,  of  the  27th  of  August. 
Of  this  letter,  the  following  is  an  extract : — 

“Dear  Sir, 

“ I hasten  to  give  you  the  pleasing  intelligence,  that  a treaty 
of  peace  was  signed  at  Fort  Smith,  on  the  9th  instant,  between 
the  Osages  and  the  Cherokees.  I have  not  been  able  to  obtain 
a copy  of  the  Treaty  ; but  by  Mr.  Chapman  we  learn,  that  they 
have  mutually  agreed  to  maintain  perpetual  peace ; that  eight 
of  the  prisoners  are  already  delivered  up  to  the  Osages,  and 
the  remainder  are  to  be  surrendered  by  the  21st  September; 
that  the  Osages  are  to  permit  the  Cherokees  to  hunt  on  their 
land,  south  of  the  Arkansaw,  without  interruption  ; that  in  pass- 
ing through  each  others  countries,  on  the  north  of  this  river, 
they  may  hunt  for  subsistence,  but  are  to  build  no  hunting 
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camps ; that  if  either  party  commit  depredations  on  the  other, 
the  injured  party  is  not  to  seek  private  revenge,  but  to  appeal 
to  proper  Agents  ; and  both  parties  have  agreed,  that  the  Go- 
vernment of  the  United  States  shall  see  that  the  articles  of  the 
Treaty  are  carried  into  effect.  The  Osages  are  to  pay  three 
hundred  dollars  from  their  annuities,  for  a breach  upon  a Che- 
rokee hunting  party  in  the  autumn  of  1820. 

“ Thus  the  war  is  ended.  Since  we  came  into  this  country, 
we  have  seen  the  Indians  rush  into  war,  and  have  also  seen 
them  come  to  terms  of  peace.  I have  not  time  to  speak  at 
length  of  the  dealings  of  Providence  towards  this  Mission.  We 
propose  soon  to  observe  a day  of  Thanksgiving,  on  which  oc- 
casion we  hope  to  be  able  to  recount  the  mercies  of  the  Lord. 
Hitherto  we  have  been  called  to  fasting  and  prayer.  Now  we 
rejoice  with  trembling.  We  know  not  what  trials  are  before 
us.  There  are  some  conditions  of  the  Treaty  yet  to  be  fulfilled, 
which  may  occasion  difficulty.” 

The  Osages  were  not  entirely  satisfied  with  the 
terms  of  the  treaty ; yet,  worn  out  and  impoverish- 
ed by  the  fatigues  and  disasters  of  the  war,  they  re- 
joiced in  the  return  of  peace,  and  determined  to  ful- 
fil, on  their  part,  the  conditions  of  the  unequal  com- 
pact. 

Notwithstanding  the  inconvenience  and  dangers 
of  the  war,  your  Missionaries  stood  firm  at  their 
post,  and  carried  on  their  various  improvements  with 
a prompt  and  steady  hand. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  they  erected  a number 
of  useful  buildings,  and  prepared  timber  and  other 
materials  for  their  mills.  They  enclosed  and  cultiva- 
ted thirty-four  acres  of  land  ; cut  twenty-five  tons  of 
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hay;  and  raised  a thousand  bushels  of  corn,  and  seve- 
ral hundred  bushels  of  potatoes,  and  other  kinds  of  ve- 
getables. They  also  planted  an  acre  of  cotton,  the  pro- 
duct of  which,  on  the.first  of  October,  was  estimated, 
in  the  field,  at  fifty  dollars.  Should  this  crop,  on  a far- 
ther experiment,  be  found  to  succeed,  it  may,  eventu- 
ally, be  made  to  produce  the  principal,  if  not  the  en- 
tire, support  of  the  Mission,  and  to  furnish  an  ample 
and  valuable  material  for  the  clothing  of  the  Indian 
tribe.  It  may  also  have  a tendency  to  facilitate  the 
introduction  among  the  Indians  of  agriculture  and 
the  domestic  arts. 

The  labour  and  expense  of  transporting  provisions 
up  the  rapid  currents  of  the  Arkansaw  and  Grand 
Rivers,  have  greatly  exceeded  the  expectation  of  the 
Mission  and  of  the  Board.  The  disbursements,  dur- 
ing the  last  year,  for  freight  alone,  amounted  to  up- 
wards of  one  thousand  dollars.  It  became  an  object 
of  importance,  therefore,  that  the  Missionaries  should 
be  enabled,  at  as  early  a period  as  practicable,  to  raise 
their  own  provisions.  A large  addition  was  accord- 
ingly made  to  their  stock,  and  in  October  last  they 
numbered  more  than  a hundred  head  of  cattle.  It 
is,  therefore,  expected,  that  in  future,  no  drafts  will 
be  made  on  the  Board  for  the  purchase  or  the  freight 
of  provisions  for  this  Establishment. 

On  the  first  of  October,  the  Missionaries  transmit- 
ted their  second  Annual  Report  to  the  Secretary  of 
War.  By  this  Report,  a copy  of  which  was  commu- 
nicated to  the  Board,  it  appears,  that  the  estimated 
value  of  the  Missionary  property,  including  buildings, 
live-stock,  produce  of  the  farm,  agricultural  and  me- 
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chanic  utensils,  medicines,  books,  clothing,  and  fur- 
niture, amounted  to  about  twenty-four  thousand  dol- 
lars. On  comparing  this  estimate  with  that  of  the 
preceding  year.it  w ill  be  found  that  the  value  of  the 
property  has  increased  beyond  the  amount  of  the 
funds  w hich  have  been  drawn  from  your  Treasury. 

It  was  mentioned  in  the  last  Report,  that  the  Fa- 
mily at  Union  were  in  w ant  of  additional  assistance. 
They  were  much  gratified  with  the  accession  recent- 
ly made  to  the  Female  department,  bv  the  marriage 
of  IVlr.  Requa,  one  of  their  Brethren,  to  Miss  Com- 
stock, of  the  great  Osage  Mission.  They  are  still, 
however,  in  urgent  need  of  a competent  mason,  and 
of  an  active  and  skilful  farmer  ; and  your  Managers 
regret,  that,  after  diligent  inquiry,  no  persons  have 
yet  been  found,  suitably  qualified  for  the  service,  and 
willing  to  devote  their  lives  to  the  Missionary  cause. 

In  point  ofhealth,  the  Members  of  the  Family,  w ith 
the  exception  of  two,  have  been  highly  favoured.  The 
exceptions  are,  Mr.  George  Requa  and  Miss  Cleaver; 
neither  of  whom  has  been  restored  to  confirmed 
health  since  the  severe  sickness  they  endured  at  Lit- 
tle Rock,  in  the  summer  of  1820.  Both  have  solicit- 
ed and  obtained  permission  to  return.  In  the  case 
of  Mr.  Requa,  Doctor  Palmer  has  expressed  the 
opinion,  that  a journey  to  a Northern  climate  may  be 
of  essential  benefit.  He  leaves  the  Mission  w ith  re- 
gret, and  intends  to  return  thither  whenever  the 
state  of  his  health  w ill  permit.  The  circumstances  in 
relation  to  Miss  Cleaver  were  mentioned  in  the  last 
Report.  Her  case  still  excites  the  commiseration  of 
the  Family  and  of  the  Board.  At  her  own  request, 
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and  in  accordance  with  the  advice  of  her  Physician, 
she  has  taken  her  leave  of  a Missionary  life,  and  is  on 
her  return  to  her  family  and  friends. 


The  School  at  this  Station,  at  the  date  of  our  latest 
advices,  embraced  only  seven  native  children.  Of 
this  number,  three  were  mentioned  in  the  last  Re- 
port, and  four  were  admitted  in  the  months  of  May 
and  June.  One  of  the  latter,  a youth  of  fifteen  years 
of  age,  is  the  oldest  son  of  Tally,  the  second  Chief 
of  the  Tribe.  The  whole  four  are  represented  as 
sprightly,  obedient,  easily  governed,  fond  of  their 
studies,  and  industrious  when  taken  into  the  field. 
They  had  made  considerable  proficiency  in  speaking 
and  understanding  the  English  language ; and  were 
spelling  in  w ords  of  two  or  three  syllables.  The  three 
who  first  entered  the  School,  converse  in  English  with 
fluency  ; and  the  oldest,  a lad  in  his  ninth  year,  reads 
with  facility,  and  occasionally  serves  the  Family  as 
an  Interpreter.  It  is  a subject  of  deep  regret,  both  to 
your  Missionaries  and  your  Managers,  that  the 
school-house  is  not  already  filled  with  Indian  children 
equally  intelligent  and  promising. 

In  the  Journal  of  the  Mission  for  the  month  of 
June,  the  general  conduct  and  improvement  of  the 
Indian  children  are  mentioned  as  follows : — 


“ Saturday,  June  29. — Our  four  Osage  Boys  are  doing  well. 
They  manifest  a very  contented  mind  ; are  docile  in  their  dis- 
position ; and  make  excellent  progress  in  learning  to  read  and 
write.  They  do  not  seem  disposed  to  associate  with  the  Indians 
around  us,  but  they  treat  them  with  proper  respect.  They 
have  not  yet  dissented  from  our  directions  in  a single  instance. 
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We  think  we  see  in  them  a specimen  of  the  docility  of  a great 
proportion  of  the  Osage  people.” 


The  Assistant,  in  a letter  of  the  5th  of  July,  says : — 

“We  received  three  half  breed  children  in  August  last,  and 
four  full  blooded  children  two  months  ago.  Five  of  these, 
from  nine  to  fifteen  years  of  age,  have  improved  as  rapidly 
as  any  youth  I ever  saw,  and  their  deportment,  while  here,  is 
equal  to  that  of  gentlemen  in  general  at  the  Academies  and 
Grammar  Schools  in  any  part  of  the  United  States.  The  others 
are  too  young  to  make  rapid  improvement.  The  full  blooded 
are  more  promising  than  the  half  breed.” 

On  the  same  subject,  the  Superintendent,  in  his 
Report  of  the  1st  of  October,  to  the  Secretary  of 
War,  thus  remarks  : — 


“ In  the  months  of  May  and  June  last,  we  received  four  Osage 
boys,  all  nearly  the  age  of  fourteen  years.  These  have  made 
rapid  progress  in  writing  and  reading.  They  spell  in  words  of 
two  syllables,  and  are  beginning  to  speak  a little  English.  The 
oldest  is  the  first  son  of  Tally,  the  second  Chief,  and  inherits 
his  father’s  place  in  the  Nation.  Another  belongs  to  the  family 
of  one  of  the  Chiefs.  The  whole  number  of  the  Indian  Chil- 
dren is  seven,  all  of  whom  live  at  our  table,  and  are  clothed 
from  our  storehouse.  The  children  whom  we  reported  last 
year  are  young,  yet  they  have  learned  to  speak  the  English 
language  with  ease.  The  oldest,  who  reads  in  words  of  two 
syllables,  retains  his  native  tongue,  and  though  only  eight 
years  old,  occasionally  serves  as  an  interpreter. 

“ The  prejudices  of  this  people,  like  those  of  most  Indians, 
are  much  against  the  idea  of  labouring.  They  identify  labour 
with  slavery  j yet  we  are  encouraged  to  hope  that  these  preju- 
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dices  will  soon  wear  away,  from  the  fact  that  these  children  are 
not  only  contented,  but  are  rapidly  forming  habits  of  industry.” 

The  Missionaries  at  this  Station  are  not  yet  able 
to  communicate  much  religious  instruction  to  the 
adults  of  the  Tribe.  The  Assistant  and  the  first 
Teacher  are  still  pursuing  the  study  of  the  language; 
and  although  they  find  it  of  more  difficult  attainment 
than  they  had  previously  apprehended,  yet  they  hope 
to  be  enabled,  at  no  very  distant  period,  to  address 
the  Indians  in  their  native  tongue.  Until  that  pe- 
riod shall  arrive,  the  efforts  of  the  Mission  must  be 
principally  directed  to  the  instruction  of  the  Youth. 


Various  opportunities  have,  however,  been  sought 
and  improved,  to  converse  with  the  Chiefs,  and  with 
others  on  the  subjects  of  revealed  truth.  The  Assist- 
ant, in  a letter  already  quoted,  thus  observes  : — 

“ I have  been  engaged  for  a few  months  past  in  the  study  of 
the  language. 

“Brother  William  C.  Requa,  our  first  Teacher,  unites  with 
me  in  this  business.  We  have  collected  about  two  thousand 
words,  and  have  made  very  considerable  advances  in  the  for- 
mation of  a Grammar.  We  find  it  difficult  to  bring  the  lan- 
guage into  form,  but  the  grace  of  God  is  all-sufficient,  and  his 
strength  is  made  perfect  in  our  weakness.  I have  not  been 
able  to  communicate  much  religious  instruction,  in  consequence 
of  the  inadequacy  of  Interpreters  and  the  poverty  of  the  lan- 
guage. W7hat  has  been  said  has,  in  general,  been  well  re- 
ceived. Sometimes  the  Indians  laugh  at  the  novelty  of  instruc- 
tion. They  frequently,  however,  on  hearing  our  discourses, 
inquire  with  solicitude  concerning  God.  They  say  we  know 
more  about  him  than  they  do,  that  they  have  never  heard  such 
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talk  before ; and  that  they  will  hold  it  fast,  and  will  always  lis- 
ten; for  they  say  we  always  tell  truth.  This  we  can  attribute 
only  to  the  mercy  of  God  abounding  toward  them. 


“ Not  unto  us,  but  unto  Him  be  the  glory.”  In  the  midst  of 
deserved  judgment,  the  Lord  has  been  pleased  to  remember 
mercy.  Our  prospect  grows  more  encouraging.  We  hope 
the  Lord  is  rising  gloriously  to  build  up  Zion  among  the  poor 
Indians.” 

In  the  Journal,  for  the  month  of  July,  vve  also  find 
the  following  notice : — 


“ Friday , July  12. — Tally  to-day  came  in  to  see  his  son.  He 
had  heard  unfavourable  stories,  which  he  said  made  him  come 
immediately  to  see  whether  they  were  true.  Tally  proposed 
to  return  home  to-morrow,  but  his  son  said  to  him,  ' To-mor- 
row is  the  Sabbath,  we  are  scarcely  allowed  to  go  out  of  doors, 
and  think  you  to  ride  home  ?’  The  father  then  agreed  to  wait 
until  Monday. 

“ Lord's  Day , July  14. — Tally  attended  our  worship.  After 
Sermon  he  said,  ‘ what  have  you  been  speaking  about  ? You 
invited  me  in,  but  I have  understood  nothing.’  In  the  evening 
we  held  a long  discourse  with  him  concerning  the  existence  of 
one  God.  After  listening  to  his  views  concerning  a plurality  of 
Gods,  we  told  him  there  is  but  one  God,  who  made  all  things. 
He  inquired  how  many  men  were  made  at  first,  and  of  what, 
colour.  We  told  him  that  God  made  of  one  blood  all  nations, 
that  we  looked  upon  his  people  as  our  brethren,  and  that  we 
had,  therefore  come  to  teach  them  the  things  which  God  had 
taught  us.  He  could  hardly  believe  that  we  w ere  of  the  same 
origin,  and  expressed  his  wonder  at  the  difference  between  us. 
We  told  him  that  we  were  once  as  ignorant  as  they  now 
are,  but  the  Bible  was  sent  to  us  in  former  times,  and  we  have 

now  come  to  give  it  to  them,  that  they  mav  be  no  longer  in 
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darkness.  He  observed  that  we  knew  more  than  they,  and  he 
had  no  doubt  what  we  said  was  true. 


“ Monday,  July  15. — Had  an  interesting  interview  with  Tal- 
ly. He  had  evidently  been  uneasy  about  his  son,  but,  by  kind 
counsel,  his  fears  were  allayed.  It  is  more  difficult  to  make 
these  people  understand  the  nature  and  design  of  our  mission 
than  we  anticipated,  because  we  hoped  to  find  them  more 
desirous  of  improvement.  We  are,  however,  a little  en- 
couraged about  Tally,  and  hope  that  he  sees  the  importance  of 
instruction.” 

Your  Missionaries,  notwithstanding  their  remote 
distance  from  the  settlement  of  white  people,  have 
often  been  gratified  by  the  presence  of  intelligent 
travellers.  They  were  particularly  pleased,  in  Sep- 
tember, with  a visit  from  Major-General  Gaines,  and 
other  respectable  Officers  of  the  American  army.  Of 
this  visit,  we  quote  from  the  Journal  the  following 
notice : — 

“ Monday,  Sept.  2. — This  evening  General  Gaines  and  his 
Aid,  in  company  with  General  Atkinson,  and  Major  Brad- 
ford, all  of  the  United  States’  army,  arrived  at  this  Station. 

“ General  Gaines  is  on  a tour  of  inspection  of  the  Military 
Posts,  and  is  now  on  his  way  to  Council  Bluffs. 

“ He  arrived  at  Fort  Smith  a few  days  after  the  late  treaty 
was  concluded,  and  regretted  that  he  was  not  able  to  arrive  in 
season,  as  he  had  special  instructions  from  Government  con- 
cerning war  between  the  Osages  and  Cherokees.  He  states 
that  they  were  not  only  required  to  make  peace  on  just  princi- 
ples, but  to  refrain  from  fighting  within  the  territory  of  the 
United  States.  He  would  have  visited  the  Osage  village,  were 
jiot  the  Chiefs  and  principal  men  absent  at  the  present  time,

having  gone  to  the  Factory  in  the  Missouri,  to  receive  their 
annuities. 

“ This  morning  Gen.  Gaines  and  his  company  took  their  de- 
parture. In  this  gentleman  we  recognise  the  officer  who  ac- 
companied President  Monroe  in  his  tour  through  the  Western 
Stales.  He  expresses  the  highest  satisfaction  in  having  wit- 
nessed what  had  been  done  for  the  good  of  the  Indians  at 
Brainerd,  which  place  he  visited  in  company  with  the  Presi- 
dent. He  appears  to  be  friendly  to  the  Missionary  establish- 
ments, a well  wisher  to  the  cause,  and  a firm  believer  in  the 
success  of  Missions.  General  Atkinson  speaks  favourably  of 
the  Osages  of  this  village,  having  become  partially  acquainted 
with  them  at  the  Garrison.  By  the  visit  of  these  gentlemen 
we  have  been  cheered  in  our  solitude.” 


A Missionary  Convocation,  held  at  Union  early  in 
November,  afforded  peculiar  satisfaction  to  the  Fa- 
mily. It  was  composed  of  Delegates  from  both  of 
your  Missions  among  the  Osages,  and  from  Dwight, 
a Station  among  the  Cherokees  of  the  Arkansaw, 
under  the  patronage  of  the  American  Board  of  Com- 
missioners for  Foreign  Missions.  An  Annual  Con- 
vocation is  contemplated,  provided  it  should  meet  the 
approbation  of  the  respective  Boards. 

The  effects  produced  by  this  Meeting  upon  the 
feelings  of  the  Missionaries,  are  briefly  mentioned  in 
a letter  from  the  Superintendent,  of  the  loth  of  No- 
vember. In  this  letter  Mr.  Vaill  says: — 


“ We  have  recently  held  a Missionary  meeting,  composed  of 
Brother  Washburn  and  Brother  Orr,  from  Dw  ight,  and  Brother 
Pixley,  from  Harmony,  in  connexion  with  our  own  Mission. 
This  meeting  was  held  by  previous  arrangement,  and  w as  ap- 
pointed at  our  Station,  as  being  central. 
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“ It  is  designed  to  precede  future  annual  meetings  if  our 
respective  Boards  give  their  approbation. 

“ The  proceedings  of  the  meeting  will  be  forwarded  to  you 
by  the  next  opportunity.  It  would  exceed  my  powers  to  de- 
scribe the  consolations  we  have  enjoyed,  the  happiness  of  mu- 
tual counsel  here  in  the  desert,  among  the  wild  children  of  na- 
ture, by  brethren  labouring  together  in  the  same  field.” 

The  proposed  measure,  so  far  as  its  objects  are  yet 
understood,  receives  the  cheerful  assent  of  your  Ma- 
nagers. 

From  the  privations  and  hardships  incident  to  a 
Missionary  life,  the  family  at  Union  have  not  been 
exempted.  A supply  of  flour  from  the  banks  of  the 
Ohio,  was  long  and  unexpectedly  delayed,  in  ascend- 
ing the  Arkansaw;  and  at  that  season  of  the  year 
when  the  whole  Family  were  enfeebled,  and  some 
of  them  more  seriously  indisposed,  they  were,  for 
seven  weeks,  entirely  destitute  of  bread.  Boiled 
corn  was  the  only  substitute  with  which  they  were 
furnished.  With  this,  however,  they  appear  to  have 
been  satisfied.  “ We  feel  thankful,”  says  the  Jour- 
nal of  the  first  of  August,  “ that  our  hired  men  are 
not  discontented  with  such  food.  None  of  the  Family 
complain  ; but  those  who  are  indisposed  are  suffer- 
ing considerably  for  want  of  a change  of  diet.” 
“ Although  we  are  bound  to  present  to  God  the  pe- 
tition, Give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread,  yet  we  more 
especially  pray — Ever  more  give  us  the  bread  of  life.” 

Although  there  are  some  circumstances,  in  the  ac- 
count we  have  now  given,  of  the  progress  of  this 
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Mission,  less  favourable  than  could  have  been  wished, 
yet,  in  the  language  of  the  Superintendent,  “ There 
is,  on  the  whole,  much  to  encourage  the  efforts  which 
the  Government  and  the  Christian  public  are  making 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Osages  of  the  Arkansaw.” 
“ Their  confidence  is  secured.  They  believe  that  it 
is  our  design  to  do  them  good  ; and  there  is  reason 
to  hope  that  this  wandering  Tribe,  by  the  blessing  of 
Him  who  rules  the  earth  in  righteousness,  and  who 
has  required  us  to  send  the  Gospel  to  every  nation, 
will  soon  be  brought  to  taste  the  comforts,  and  enjoy 
the  privileges,  which  religion  and  civilization  afford.”

GREAT  OSAGE  MISSION. 

Our  last  annual  statement  of  the  progress  of  this 
Mission  closed  with  the  middle  of  February,  1822. 
At  that  time,  the  members  of  the  Family  had  regain- 
ed their  health,  and  were  pursuing  their  respective 
avocations  with  diligence  and  success.  It  was  not, 
however,  to  be  expected,  after  the  sickness  with 
which  they  had  been  so  severely  afflicted,  and  by 
which  their  constitutions  were  comparatively  enfee- 
bled, that,  during  the  succeeding  season,  they  would 
be  entirely  exempted  from  disease.  To  them,  there- 
fore, it  was  not  a subject  of  surprise,  that  several  of 
their  number,  in  the  heat  of  summer,  were  again  vi- 
sited with  the  fever  of  the  climate.  At  one  period, 
eight  adult  members  of  the  Family,  and  four  hired 
men,  were  lying  upon  beds  of  sickness  ; and  two  or 
three  were  brought  apparently  to  the  borders  of  the 
grave.  The  God  of  Providence  was  with  them,  and 
through  his  preserving  goodness,  the  whole  were 
restored  to  their  usual  health. 
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Favoured  with  an  excellent  mill-seat  within  a mile 
of  their  residence,  your  Missionaries  made  early  pre- 
paration for  the  erection  of  their  mills.  A frame  of 
sufficient  dimensions  to  accommodate  both  the  grist- 
mill and  the  sawmill,  was  raised  early  in  May ; and 
the  building  was  completed,  and  both  departments 
were  in  operation  in  the  month  of  November.  In 
the  course  of  the  summer,  a school-house  and  other 
buildings  were  also  erected ; five  fields,  embracing 
upwards  of  ninety  acres,  were  enclosed  ; a cornfield 
of  forty  acres  was  planted;  and  the  farm  was  stock- 
ed with  a hundred  head  of  cattle. 

• 

The  Spring  of  the  last  year  opened  with  flattering 
prospects,  in  relation  to  the  great  objects  of  the  Mis- 
sion. The  Family  had  acquired  the  confidence  of  the 
Tribe.  The  Chiefs  professed  much  satisfaction  in 
the  arrangement  of  the  School,  and  appeared  to  be 
disposed  to  listen  to  religious  instruction.  To  av  ail 
themselves  of  the  benefit  of  both,  they  removed  to 
their  old  village,  within  eight  miles  of  the  Missionary 
establishment.  They  were  desirous  of  learning  to 
cultivate  the  soil ; and  at  their  repeated  and  urgent 
request,  the  farmers  of  the  Mission  proceeded  to 
their  village,  and  ploughed  a field  for  corn.  White- 
hair,  the  principal  Chief,  set  an  example  of  industry 
to  his  people.  He  was  the  first  in  the  field,  and  as- 
sisted with  a rake  to  clear  the  ground.  Several  of 
the  Indians  afterwards  sought  and  obtained  employ- 
ment as  labourers  on  the  Missionary  farm. 

Of  their  disposition  and  ability  to  labour,  we  find 
in  the  Journal  the  following  notice  : — 
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“ Friday , July  5. — Our  Indian  labourer,  contrary  to  our 
expectation,  came  and  laboured  faithfully  again  to-day,  and 
we  paid  him  his  wages  at  night. 

“ Saturday,  July  6. — Had  to-day  an  addition  of  four  Indian 
labourers  in  our  corn  field.  Had  we  bread  and  corn-meal  to 
give  them  in  return  for  their  labour,  we  should  not,  at  this  sea- 
son of  the  year,  be  in  want  of  assistance. 

“ Should  we  live  and  be  prospered,  we  hope  soon  to  be  well 
supplied  with  these  articles.  We  indulge  the  expectation,  that 
we  shall  gradually  lead  the  Indians  not  only  to  see  the  benefit, 
but  also  to  feel  proud  of  agricultural  employments,  of  which 
they  are  now  generally  ashamed.  One  of  our  Indian  boys,  a fine 
lad,  begins  to  take  pride  in  the  fact,  that  he  can  do  more  labour 
than  either  of  our  hired  men.  May  the  whole  tribe  soon  acquire 
habits  of  industry  and  sobriety. 

“ Monday,  July  S. — Five  Indians  presented  themselves  this 
morning,  requesting  to  be  employed  as  labourers,  and  we  set 
them  to  work,  admiring  the  change  which  appears  to  be  taking 
place  in  their  minds,  as  well  as  the  ability  and  faithfulness  with 
which  they  perform  their  labour.  In  our  view,  this  is  no  small 
ground  of  encouragement  to  our  Mission  ; and  had  we  the 
means,  and  the  work  prepared  for  them,  we  could  probably 
employ  many  who  would  gladly  receive  bread-stuffs  for  their 
pay.  The  Lord,  in  his  providence,  has  led  us  hither,  and 
we  cannot  but  think  that  he  is  gradually  leading  these  poor 
pagans  into  our  views,  and  to  the  accomplishment  of  our 
wishes.” 

In  the  mean  time,  the  School  was  increasing  in 
numbers.  The  children  were  attentive  and  obedient. 
Several  of  the  oldest  could  “ readily  spell  and  read 
in  words  of  three  syllables.”  The  boys  were  also 
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taught  to  labour  in  the  field  ; and  the  girls  were  ra- 
pidly acquiring  knowledge  of  the  various  branches  of 
household  economy.  Several  of  the  latter  had  learn- 
ed to  sew,  with  comparative  neatness  and  facility, 
and  had  rendered  “considerable  assistance  in  making 
articles  of  clothing  for  the  Family.”  Two  of  the 
boys  were  solicitous  to  learn  the  religion  of  the  Bible, 
and  often  sat  through  the  evening,  to  hear  it  read 
and  explained. 

Such  was  the  encouraging  state  of  the  Mission, 
when  the  unwelcome  information  was  received,  that 
Congress  had  revoked  the  Factory  system  among  the 
Indians,  and  left  them  to  the  mercy  of  unprincipled 
traders.  On  the  17th  of  August,  an  Agent  arrived 
for  the  purpose  of  cancelling  the  late  Treaty  with 
this  Tribe,  so  far  as  it  related  to  the  Factory,  and  of 
closing  the  concerns  of  that  establishment.  At  a ge- 
neral Council  held  on  the  30th  of  the  same  month, 
the  Indians  consented  to  relinquish  that  part  of  the 
Treaty,  on  receiving  a moderate  remuneration  in 
goods.  The  salutary  restraints  upon  Indian  trade, 
having  been  thus  removed,  the  Osages  were  pre- 
sently visited  by  Traders,  who  persuaded  them  to 
remove,  at  least  for  a season,  to  a distance  of  sixty 
or  seventy  miles  from  the  Missionary  Station.  The 
immediate  result  was  unpropitious  to  the  School. 
Several  of  the  children  were  compelled,  reluctant- 
ly on  their  part,  to  abandon  their  studies,  and  accom- 
pany their  parents.  A little  girl,  who,  “ amidst  a 
flood  of  tears,  was  constrained  to  go,”  entreated  her 
mother,  on  the  following  morning,  to  return  to  the 
Station,  and  purchase  her  books.  “ I wish,”  she 
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said,  “ still  to  read,  although  I am  not  permitted  to 
continue  at  School.” 

The  ultimate  results  of  the  removal  of  the  Tribe 
are  yet  to  be  unfolded.  It  is  the  province  of  God  to 
overrule  apparently  adverse  circumstances,  to  the 
promotion  of  his  own  glory,  and  the  advancement  of 
his  designs  of  mercy  to  a benighted  and  perishing 
world.  Our  Missionaries,  however,  are  not.  dis- 
couraged. They  indulge  the  hope,  that  the  event 
will  be  controlled  by  Providence  “ to  the  advantage 
of  the  Mission.”  “ The  Great  and  Little  Osages,” 
says  the  Superintendent,  “ will  now  be  established 
near  to  each  other.  We  can  visit  them  from  time  to 
time,  for  the  purpose  of  communicating  instruction  ; 
and  if  they  are  disposed  to  send  their  children  to  our 
School,  there  will  not  be,  as  now,  too  frequent  an  in- 
tercourse between  them  and  their  parents.” 

In  consequence  of  the  removal  of  the  Tribe,  it  has 
become  the  more  necessary,  that  the  Missionaries 
should  be  able  to  communicate  religious  instruction 
without  the  aid  of  an  Interpreter.  The  two  junior 
Ministers  are,  therefore,  pursuing  the  study  of  the  lan- 
guage, with  increased  diligence.  Although  their  task 
is  difficult,  and  their  progress  unavoidably  slow,  yet 
your  Managers  hope,  that,  ere  long,  they  will  have 
made  sufficient  proficiency  to  convey  to  the  under- 
standing of  the  Indian  the  glad  tidings  of  the  Gospel, 
and  to  press  upon  his  heart  the  unsearchable  riches 
of  a Saviour’s  love. 

In  relation  to  the  language  of  this  Tribe,  the  As- 
sistant Missionary  thus  observes  : — 
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“ Our  opportunity  of  giving  instruction  to  the  Indians  in  spi- 
ritual things  is  as  yet  small.  We  dare  not  use  our  Interpreter 
for  this  purpose,  and  our  knowledge  of  the  language  is  too 
superficial  to  say  or  attempt  much.  Whether  the  language  be 
exuberant  and  prolific,  or  the  contrary,  is  a question  on  which 
I should  not  dare  to  hazard  a decided  opinion.  But  this  I 
would  not  hesitate  to  say,  that  it  is  undoubtedly  capable  of 
communicating  all  religious  knowledge  and  instruction,  and 
sometimes  I think  may  be  seen  in  it  all  the  fire  of  poetic  effu- 
sion. If  my  life  is  spared,  I hope,  by  the  blessing  of  God, 
eventually  to  practice  in  both  of  these  to  advance  the  great  and 
good  cause  to  which  we  are  set  apart. 

“ May  the  Lord  add  his  blessing,  and  give  you  the  prayer 
of  faith  for  us,  that  our  labour  be  not  in  vain.” 

In  the  month  of  August,  an  aggression  was  com- 
mitted upon  the  Osages,  and  a number  of  their 
horses  were  stolen  by  a plundering  party  of  the  la- 
way  Tribe.  The  aggressors  were  pursued  and  over- 
taken. “ A battle,”  says  the  Journal,  “ ensued.  Se- 
veral were  killed  and  wounded  on  each  side.  The 
Osages  recovered  their  horses,  and  returned  in  tri- 
umph; bearing,  some  a leg,  and  others  a hand,  a scalp, 
or  an  ear,”  as  trophies  of  their  victory.  “ Two  of 
the  wounded  were  brought  to  our  Station,  to  derive 
benefit  from  the  skill  of  our  Surgeon.”  “ Such,” 
adds  the  Journal,  “ are  the  scenes  we  are  called  to 
behold,  in  this  land  of  pagan  darkness.” 

Among  the  Gentlemen  of  distinction,  recorded  in 
the  Journal  as  having  visited  this  Station  in  the 
course  of  the  year,  are  the  Rev.  Mr.  Alexander,  a 
Missionary  from  the  white  settlements  of  the  Mis- 
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souri;  Col.  Boon  and  Col.  Logan,  Commissioners, 
appointed  by  the  Legislature  of  Missouri,  to  mark 
out  a Station  for  the  permanent  seat  of  the  govern- 
ment ; and  Gen.  Gaines,  Gen.  Atkinson,  and  Col. 
Wool,  of  the  United  States’  Army.  Col.  Wool  was 
severely  indisposed  on  his  arrival ; and  after  remain- 
ing with  the  Mission  ten  or  twelve  days,  and  continu- 
ing still  feeble,  he  was  accompanied  by  one  of  the 
Missionary  Brethren  to  St.  Louis,  on  the  Mississippi. 
The  whole  of  these  Gentlemen  are  represented  as 
having  been  gratified  with  the  local  situation  and  im- 
provements of  the  Establishment,  and  the  regulations 
and  progress  of  the  School ; and  as  having  manifest- 
ed a lively  interest  in  the  cause  of  Indian  Missions. 

The  Family  were  also  visited,  in  the  early  part  of 
September,  by  Clamore  and  Tally,  the  two  principal 
Chiefs  of  the  Osages  of  the  Arkansaw.  These  Chiefs, 
in  company  with  ninety  or  a hundred  of  their  War- 
riours,  had  come  to  the  Factory  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Mission,  to  receive  their  annuity  from  the  Govern- 
ment. In  mentioning  this  visit,  the  Journal  observes, 
“ We  found  them  apparently  a noble  set  of  men.  We 
conversed  with  them  on  the  subject  of  the  Missionary 
School  at  Union.  They  told  us  that  they  had  yet 
given  but  few  of  their  children  to  the  School,  but 
should  soon  give  many.  They  spoke  well  of  the  Mis- 
sionaries, and  seemed  much  pleased  to  have  a Mission 
Family  in  their  territory. 

A Sabbath  School  has  been  taught  at  this  Statioa 
for  the  instruction  of  the  children  and  labourers.  Two 
coloured  men,  on  the  Missouri,  were  urgent  in  their

request  to  be  employed  as  hired  men  in  the  Family, 
that  they  might  enjoy  Christian  privileges,  and  par- 
ticularly the  benefit  of  the  Sabbath  School.  They 
were  both  professors  of  religion,  and  both  anxiously 
desirous  to  learn,  that  they  might  be  able  to  read, 
and  communicate  religious  instruction  to  their  co- 
loured brethren. 


About  the  middle  of  July  a message  was  receiv  ed 
from  a few  families  on  the  Missouri,  requesting  that 
Miss  Weller  might  be  permitted  to  teach  a School  in 
their  village  during  the  remainder  of  the  season,  and 
promising  that  a coloured  woman  should  be  sent  to 
aid  the  Mission  in  the  labours  of  the  kitchen.  Con- 
sidering the  enfeebled  health  of  many  of  the  Sisters, 
it  was  judged  expedient  to  comply  with  the  proposal. 
Miss  Weller  cheerfully  assented  to  the  arrangement; 
but  was  prevented  by  sickness  from  entering  upon 
the  duties  it  involved,  until  nearly  the  close  of  Au- 
gust. 

In  consequence  of  the  sickness  which  prevailed 
during  the  first  summer  and  a part  of  the  winter,  no 
Church  was  regularly  organized  in  this  Mission,  un- 
til the  ensuing  Spring.  In  the  last  week  of  March, 
a form  of  government  was  adopted,  and  Elders 
were  chosen ; and  on  the  succeeding  Sabbath,  the 
Elders  were  ordained,  and  the  Sacrament  of  the 
Lord’s  Supper  was  administered. 

Of  these  transactions,  the  Journal  of  the  Mission 
presents  the  following  brief  record  : — 
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“ Lord's  Bay,  March  31. — This  is  a day  of  memorial  to  as, 
for  it  is  a day  in  which  the  Christian  Church  in  the  Osage 
country  commenced  its  existence.  We  formed  ourselves  into 
a Church,  by  publicly  entering  into  covenant  together,  ordain- 
ing two  Elders,  and  administering  the  Lord’s  Supper.  Brother 
Pixley  preached  in  the  morning,  and  Brother  Dodge  in  the 
afternoon.  The  scene  was  solemn  and  interesting.  May  this 
little  band  be  indeed  a branch  of  the  true  Zion  of  God,  where 
he  shall  delight  to  dwell.” 

Two  marriages  have  taken  place  at  this  Station 
in  the  course  of  the  last  year.  Mr.  Newton  and  Mrs. 
Seeley  were  united  on  the  3d  of  June,  and  Mr.  Re- 
qua,  of  the  Union  Mission,  and  Miss  Comstock,  on 
the  2d  of  October.  Mrs.  Requa  has,  of  course,  been 
transferred  to  the  Union  Mission. 


Several  Mechanics  are  wanted  at  Harmony.  An 
experienced  Blacksmith  is  especially  and  greatly 
needed ; and  your  Managers  have  promised  to  send 
one  forward  as  soon  as  a suitable  person  can  be  ob- 
tained. 

TUSCARORA  MISSION. 


At  the  date  of  the  last  Report,  the  Missionary 
Church  at  this  station  comprised  twenty-two  Indian 
Members.  One  of  the  number,  Dennis  Cusiek,  a son 
of  the  Interpreter,  has  since  been  removed  by  death. 
The  last  sickness  of  this  departed  youth  was  pro- 
tracted and  severe.  Amidst  his  sufferings  he  evinced 
the  sincerity  of  his  Christian  profession,  and  died,  it 
is  believed,  in  the  faith  and  hope  of  the  GospeL

Of  the  sickness  and  death  of  young  Cusick  the 
Missionary  gives  the  following  account : — 

“ We  have  lost  another  valuable  member  of  our  little  church : 
another  son  of  Cusick’s.  You  have  probably  heard  of  him  as 
distinguished  for  his  ingenuity  in  painting.  The  state  of  his 
health,  for  a number  of  years,  has  been  such  as  to  prevent  him 
from  performing  hard  labour,  yet  it  afforded  him  much  time 
for  using  the  pen  and  penc  il,  and  for  improving  his  mind. 
He  excelled  in  writing,  painting,  singing,  and  in  general  in- 
formation. These,  in  connexion  with  his  Christian  deport- 
ment, gave  him  much  influence  among  our  youth,  and  his  in- 
fluence was  generally  salutary.  He  united  with  the  Church  in 
January,  1818,  and  on  the  whole,  he  has  afforded  increasing 
evidence  of  the  renewal  of  his  heart,  by  his  exemplary  con- 
duct, and  particularly  by  his  efforts  for  the  good  of  his  young 
companions.  His  recent  confinement  lasted  about  four  months. 
For  three  months  we  were  seldom  favoured  with  opportunities 
of  conversing  w ith  him,  on  account  of  some  peculiarities  in  the 
mode  in  which  his  parents  communicated  to  him  his  medicine. 
Since  they  have  despaired  of  his  recovery,  we  have  had  free 
access  to  him,  and  have  endeavoured  to  lead  him  to  an  unre- 
served surrender  to  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  to  obtain  some  evi- 
dence of  this  surrender.  In  general,  he  has  complained  much 
of  a struggle  in  his  breast  between  his  desires  after  God  and 
holiness,  and  the  corruptions  of  an  evil  heart.  Occasionally, 
he  has  expressed  much  submission  ; his  w illingness  to  die ; his 
confidence  in  the  Saviour  ; his  religious  consolation.  At  other 
times  he  has  been  distressed  by  painful  apprehensions  of  his 
being  deceived.  He  w as  much  of  the  time  engaged  in  prayer, 
and  evinced  a great  desire  that  others  should  pray  with  him. 
In  his  last  moments,  he  told  his  father  that  he  was  anxious  to 
go  away,  and  that  he  should  soon  be  in  a more  happy  place. 
He  died  last  evening,  and  is  to  be  buried  this  afternoon.” 
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The  state  of  this  Church  and  Tribe,  during  the 
past  year,  has  not  been  altogether  as  favourable  as 
your  Managers  had  reason  to  expect.  A few  of  the 
Indians,  among  whom  were  one  or  two  Members  of 
the  Church,  imbibed  an  undeserved  prejudice  against 
the  Missionary;  and  attempted,  by  rendering  his 
situation  unpleasant,  to  drive  him  from  his  post.  In 
the  month  of  October  a Council  of  the  whole  Tribe 
was  convened  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kanouse,  an  Agent 
of  your  Managers,  and  the  whole  subject  was  tho- 
roughly investigated.  Every  allegation  proved  either 
entirely  frivolous,  or  altogether  unfounded.  The 
disaffected  individuals  confessed  that  they  had  been 
governed  by  a misapprehension  of  facts,  and  declar- 
ed themselves  satisfied  with  the  explanations  which 
had  been  given.  The  investigation  thus  happily  re- 
sulted in  a friendly  adjustment  of  all  the  difficulties 
which  had  existed ; and  expressions  of  renewed  con- 
fidence and  affection  were  mutually  exchanged. 

At  the  close  of  the  Council,  one  of  the  Chiefs  rose, 
in  behalf  of  the  Warriours,  and  said — 

<!  Brother, 

“ We  have  been  a long  time  in  making  up  our  opiniou. 
It  has  been  to  us  an  unpleasant  business,  but  we  are  happy  now 
to  state,  that  we  wish  to  bury  all  past  differences,  and  receive 
Mr.  Crane  as  our  Minister.  Further,  the  Warriours  have 
covenanted  together  to  hold  up  the  hands  of  Mr.  C.,  to  love 
him  and  help  him  all  in  our  power  in  the  discharge  of  his  du- 
ties, and  that  if  any  thing  shall  be  said  about  our  Minister, 
we  will  not  easily  believe  it,  and  will  not  report  it ; but,  if  ne» 
cessary,  go  and  tell  it  first  to  him,  and  there  let  it  end.”

The  venerable  Sacharissa,  the  principal  Chief, 
then  rose,  and  in  the  name  of  the  whole  Council, 
spoke  as  follows  ; — 


e‘  I am  happy  to  state  that  we  are  now  all  of  one  mind.  We 
have  agreed  to  receive,  love,  and  respect  our  Minister.  We 
feel  thankful  to  the  United  Foreign  Missionary  Society  for  the 
tender  regard  they  have  showed  for  the  benefit  of  our  Nation. 
The  difficulties  between  us  and  our  Minister  are  now  done 
away,  and  our  differences  buried,  and  a (wau  weesna)  ‘ very 
heavy  covering’  put  upon  the  grave,  to  prevent  them  from 
being  ever  dug  up  again.” 

Notwithstanding  the  difficulties  with  which  the 
Indians  were  agitated  through  the  last  Spring  and 
Summer,  they  were  more  than  usually  punctual  in 
their  attendance  at  public  worship.  Some  were  at 
times  apparently  impressed  with  the  truths  of  the 
Gospel.  No  accession,  however,  has  been  made  to 
the  Church.  Your  Managers  regret  to  add,  that,  at 
the  date  of  their  latest  advices,  the  state  of  things 
in  the  Tribe  was  again  assuming  an  unpromising 
aspect. 


The  state  of  the  Church,  varying  as  circumstan- 
ces occurred  in  the  course  of  the  year,  may  be  ga- 
thered from  the  quotations  which  will  now  be  given 
from  the  correspondence  of  the  Missionary.  In  some 
of  these  passages,  allusion  is  made  to  the  unhappy 
dissentions  which  have  already  been  mentioned. 

In  a letter  of  the  15th  of  May,  received  a few 
days  after  the  last  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society, 
Mr.  Crane  observes — 
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“ Since  my  last,  our  meetings  on  the  Sabbath  have  been 
well  attended.  I have  commenced  preaching  twice  on  the  Sab- 
bath, and  I find  the  Indians  disposed  to  be  more  punctual  in 
their  attendance  at  Church  than  formerly.  We  cannot  but 
hope,  that  the  gospel  will  yet  be  ‘ the  savour  of  life  unto  life’ 
to  many  of  this  people.” 

On  the  26tli  of  June,  he  thus  remarks  : — 

“ I have  now  entered  upon  my  sixth  year  among  the  Tusca- 
roras.  I have  had  my  mind  more  than  ordinarily  occupied  in 
reflecting  upon  my  own  state,  and  the  state  of  my  people,  by 
the  return  of  a period  which  I have  been  accustomed  to  re- 
gard as  an  appropriate  season  for  a serious  review  of  my  la- 
bours, a renewed  dedication  of  my  all  to  God,  and  a special 
attention  to  the  state  and  prospects  of  the  Mission.  I believe 
the  Board,  as  well  as  myself,  are  persuaded  that  we  have  not 
‘ laboured  in  vain.’  We  have  much  reason  to  hope,  that  more 
than  one  or  two  are  now  in  heaven,  through  faith  in  the 
Gospel  which  has  been  preached  to  these  Indians;  and  we  be- 
lieve that  others  have  entered  the  strait  and  narrow  way  that 
will  lead  them  to  the  same  end.  From  the  grace  and  promise 
of  our  dear  Redeemer,  we  had  reason  to  expect  such  rewards  ; 
we  had  reason  to  expect  more  ; and  more  would  have  been  re- 
alized, if  our  fidelity  had  been  equal  to  our  mercies.” 

On  the  25th  of  July,  he  writes  as  follows  : — 

<!  Some  weeks  have  necessarily  elapsed  since  I promised  soon 
to  send  you  an  account  of  the  state  of  the  Mission.  If  we  were 
not  intimately  acquainted  with  the  particular  circumstances  of 
the  Indians,  we  might  be  disposed  to  entertain  the  most  pleas- 
ing hopes  on  account  of  some  favourable  appearances  among 
them. 

“ We  now  hold  our  meetings  in  the  new  house,  and  can 
assure  you  there  have  been  but  few  seasous  in  which  so  many

have  attended  to  hear  the  Gospel.  This  is  not  produced  by 
the  novelty  of  assembling  in  a new  house  for  worship,  for  we 
had  no  reason  to  complain  of  the  want  of  an  encouraging  at- 
tendance previous  to  the  removal.  With  many  it  has  become 
a habit.  All  who  have  respectability  or  influence  attend,  and 
many  who  have  not  are  led  by  their  example.  To  prevent  a 
sameness  in  preaching  to  children,  or  in  preaching  for  years  in 
a style  and  on  subjects  adapted  to  the  capacity  of  children,  I 
have  recently  commenced  a course  of  exposition.  I began 
with  the  Gospel  of  Matthew.  This  brings  before  the  Indians 
all  the  particulars  of  the  history  of  the  Lord  Jesus ; and  some 
of  the  discourses  contain  historical  information,  perhaps  en- 
tirely new  to  many  of  them.  The  attendance  of  some  may 
be  induced  by  this  circumstance ; but,  whatever  their  motives 
may  be,  we  are  supported  by  hope,  because  they  hear ; for 

* faith  cometh  by  hearing,’  and  salvation  by  faith. 

“ Our  conference  on  Saturday  is  better  attended  now  than  it 
has  been  for  some  time  past,  and  there  are  some  who  profess 
to  feel  anxious  to  unite  with  the  Church. 

“ The  Members  of  the  Church  are,  I fear,  in  a low  state. 
My  Indian  brethren  do  not  appear  to  feel  it.  I cannot  dis- 
cover any  encouraging  degree  of  anxiety  among  them  for  the 
salvation  of  the  tribe.  If  they  were  ‘ praying  with  all  prayer 
and  supplication  in  the  spirit,’  1 should  feel  much  consolation. 
Oh ! what  a loss  was  Wm.  Henry.  Were  he  now  with  us,  his 

* righteous  soul  would  be  vexed  from  day  to  day his  soul 
would  be  weeping  in  secret  places  for  this  dear  people  ! Ex- 
cuse me,  Sir ; I can  seldom  think  of  the  state  of  my  people 
without  thinking  of  the  loss  of  this  dear  man.” 

On  the  18th  of  November,  he  says  : — 


“ I have  recently  endeavoured  to  lead  the  Church  to  en- 
gage in  more  active  efforts  in  the  cause  of  religion.  Some 
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appear  willing,  but  their  attention  has  been  so  much  con- 
fined for  some  months  past  to  the  difficulties  which  have  agi- 
tated the  tribe,  that  their  pious  feelings  have  become  in  some 
measure  languid  and  inefficient. 

“ We  have  succeeded  in  establishing  a Conference  Meeting- 
on  Sabbath  evening,  from  which  we  anticipate  the  most  happy 
consequences.  It  is  conducted  altogether  by  the  Members  of 
the  Church,  and  the  object  of  it  will  be  to  have  every  male 
member  offer  his  reflections  upon  the  discourse  which  has  been 
delivered.  By  this  meeting  I hope  to  secure  the  attention  of 
ever}'  member  to  the  instructions  of  the  Sabbath.  It  will  also 
have  a tendency  to  form  a habit  of  conversing  on  religious 
subjects  whenever  they  meet.  Our  young  members  will  thus 
acquire  a useful  degree  of  confidence  and  fluency  in  expressing 
their  sentiments.  They  will  become  qualified  for  offering 
public  exhortations,  and  in  addition  to  their  attainment  of 
more  knowledge,  they  will  have  any  misapprehensions  cor- 
rected, and  the  truths  communicated  in  the  Sermon  more  deep- 
ly impressed  on  their  memories.  A Prayer  Meeting  has  been 
established  on  Wednesday  evening,  for  all  the  Members  of  the 
Church,  and  all  others  who  may  feel  a disposition  to  attend. 

“ Arrangements  have  been  made  for  a meeting  of  the  females 
for  prayer. 

“ A meeting  during  the  winter  will  be  held  by  our  youth  on 
Saturday  evening,  for  the  purpose  of  singing.  As  our  Sing- 
ing Schools  are  not  marked  by  that  spirit  of  levity'  which  dis- 
tinguishes similar  schools  among  the  whites,  and  as  a much 
larger  proportion  of  our  youth  assemble  on  this  occasion  than 
on  any  other,  I shall  embrace  this  opportunity  of  addressing 
them  on  subjects  which  relate  to  their  immortal  interests.” 

On  the  6th  of  January,  the  following  view  is 
given : — 
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“ Since  my  last  letter  I have  been  able  to  devote  a part  of 
my  time  to  the  pleasing  and  profitable  labour  of  visiting  the 
Indians,  ‘ teaching  from  house  to  house,’  the  unsearchable  riches 
of  Christ.  In  every  family  I found  them  willing  to  hear  the 
truth;  in  almost  all,  the  utmost  cordiality  was  manifested,  and 
in  a few  I discovered  some  degree  of  tender  feeling,  and  of 
promising  anxiety  about  the  slate  of  their  souls.  Some,  how- 
ever, evinced  a greater  degree  of  obduracy  than  I have  hereto- 
fore discovered  among  them,  w hich  is,  doubtless,  the  result  of  the 
evils  wdiich  have  existed  for  a year  past  in  this  tribe  ; and  which, 
I fear,  will  exert  a similar  influence  for  many  mouths  to  come. 

“ It  was  gratifying  to  observe  the  influence  which  the  plain 
* truth,  as  it  is  in  Jesus,’  has  in  all  the  families  in  the  Tribe. 
1 met  with  some  w'ho  were  disposed  to  let  out  the  enmity  of 
their  hearts  in  every  instance  in  w hich  they  could  cover  it  with 
any  plausible  pretence. 

“ I met  wdth  complaints  against  the  members  of  the  Church, 
with  a great  variety  of  excuses  for  not  attending  regularly  at 
public  worship  on  the  Sabbath,  for  unfaithfulness,  &c.  &c.  but 
not  a w’ord  against  the  Gospel.  They  decidedly  approve  of  ‘ the 
Word  of  the  Great  Spirit.’  They  admitted  that  the  word  con- 
demned their  conduct,  but  allowed,  also,  that  the  word  wras  right, 
and  their  conduct  wrong. 

“ Our  hopes  of  success,  under  God,  have  rested  upon  the  few 
Who  love  to  pray,  among  the  Indians.  In  conversing  with  the 
Members  of  the  Church,  I found  them  suffering  under  a great 
degree  of  lukewarmness,  and  was  enabled  to  say  some  things 
which  appeared  to  awaken  them,  in  some  measure,  to  a sense 
of  their  situation.  They  dined  with  me  on  the  first  day  of  the 
year.  After  dinner  I took  them  all  into  my  study,  and  held  a 
short  meeting  for  exhortation  and  prayer.  They  all  appeared  to 
be  impressed  with  the  remarks  w hich  were  made,  and  since  that 
time  I think  1 have  perceived  more  of  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit 
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among  them.  At  the  Monthly  Concert,  attended  this  evening, 
they  manifested  more  engagedness  than  usual.  Blessed  be  the 
Lord  for  the  ‘ least  token  for  good.’  The  common  adversary 
of  their  souls,  and  of  the  cause  of  Christ,  is  not,  however,  idle. 
Much  is  still  done  to  delude  souls,  and  to  divert  their  attention 
from  the  ‘ one  thing  needful’.” 

In  one  of  his  communications,  Mr.  Crane  gives 
an  account  of  the  severe  domestic  trials  of  a member 
of  his  church.  The  following  extract  will  show  the 
tender  regard  manifested  by  the  afflicted  member  to 
the  word  of  God,  and  his  fixed  determination,  un- 
der the  most  painful  circumstances,  to  be  governed 
by  its  precepts  : — 

“ His  conduct  under  this  trial  has  met  with  the  most  decided 
approbation  of  myself  and  the  brethren.  He  came  to  me  and 
said,  ‘ I am  a Christian.  I have  thrown  away  the  customs  of 
my  forefathers.  The  good  word  is  now  my  only  guide.  I am  not 
under  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  I cannot  seek  help  from  that 
source.  I do  not  wish  it.  I wish  to  hear  what  the  Lord  says 
about  my  case,  and  I will  do  it.  You  have  come  here  to  open 
the  word  of  God  before  our  eyes,  and  to  show  us  the  right  way. 
I now  give  you  my  hand;  lead  me  through  this  difficulty,  ac- 
cording to  the  will  of  the  Great  Spirit,  and  I will  follow.” 

The  success  of  the  School  at  Tuscarora  has  not 
equalled  the  expectations  of  the  Board.  The  number 
of  Scholars  has  varied  from  three  or  four  to  eigh- 
teen or  twenty.  At  the  commencement  of  the  winter 
the  School,  for  several  weeks,  was  entirely  suspend- 
ed. The  failure  of  a punctual  attendance  on  the  part 
of  the  children,  cherished  by  the  omission  of  com- 
pulsory measures  on  the  part  of  their  parents,  has 
always  retarded  the  progress  of  instruction  in  this 
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Tribe.  So  long  as  the  children  are  so  little  at  school, 
and  so  much  with  their  parents,  it  is  not  to  be  ex- 
pected that  they  will  soon  acquire  a competent  know- 
ledge of  the  English  language.  Under  this  view  of 
the  subject,  your  Missionary  suggested  the  expedien- 
cy of  embodying  the  Tuscarora  children  in  the  Mis- 
sion School  at  Seneca.  It  was  believed,  that,  when 
thus  taken  from  their  parents,  and  placed  in  the  fa- 
mily and  under  the  continual  inspection  of  their 
Teachers,  they  would  acquire  better  habits,  and  ad- 
vance more  rapidly  in  their  studies.  Your  Managers 
concurring  in  this  opinion,  decided  that  the  experi- 
ment should  be  made.  The  Missionary,  in  Decem- 
ber last,  was  accordingly  authorized  to  send  to  the 
Seneca  Mission  School  as  many  of  the  Tuscarora 
children,  not  exceeding  fifteen  years  of  age,  as  were 
willing  to  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege.  He  was 
apprized,  that  in  managing  the  business,  much  pru- 
dence on  his  part  would  be  requisite,  lest  the  Indians, 
misunderstanding  the  arrangement,  should  suppose 
that  the  Board  designed  to  withdraw  from  them  a 
benefit  with  which  they  had  long  been  indulged,  in- 
stead of  conferring  on  them  an  additional  favour. 
The  plan  was  brought  before  the  Tribe  in  January. 
Several  families,  warmly  approving  it,  promised  to 
send  their  children  to  the  Seneca  School.  An  oppo- 
sition, how'ever,  not  less  decided  than  unexpected, 
soon  sprang  up,  which  threatens  to  defeat  the  bene- 
volent objects  of  the  Board.  The  subject  has  already 
occupied  the  deliberations  of  the  Tribe  at  several 
general  councils;  and  no  definitive  decision  was  made 
at  the  date  of  our  latest  intelligence. 


Your  Managers,  recollecting  the  interesting  state 
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of  this  Mission,  as  presented  to  the  Society  at  its  last 
Annual  Meeting,  deeply  regret  that  their  present  ex- 
position is  comparatively  so  unfavourable.  They 
cannot,  however,  but  cherish  the  hope,  that,  through 
the  interposition  of  Providence,  the  cloud  which 
now  overshadows  this  afflicted  people  may  soon  be 
removed,  and  that  the  labours  of  your  faithful  Mis- 
sionary may  again  be  blessed  to  their  temporal  and 
spiritual  benefit. 

SENECA  MISSION. 

Miss  Reeves  and  Miss  Van  Pattan,  the  Female 
Teachers  mentioned  in  our  last  Report,  have  both  re- 
tired from  this  Mission.  The  former,  having  made 
some  domestic  engagements  which  required  her  pre- 
sence in  a distant  part  of  the  State,  solicited  and  ob- 
tained the  consent  of  the  Board  to  resign  her  office; 
and  the  latter  was  permitted  to  return  to  her  friends. 
The  vacancies  thus  occasioned,  have  been  supplied 
by  the  appointment  of  Miss  Phebe  Seldon,  of  Buffa- 
lo, and  Miss  Asenath  Bishop,  of  Homer.  Your  Ma- 
nagers have  the  pleasure  to  add,  that  the  friends  of 
Indian  Missions  in  Homer,  and  its  vicinity,  furnished 
Miss  Bishop  with  the  necessary  outfit,  and  contri- 
buted also  a box  of  clothing  for  the  general  use  of  the 
Mission. 

In  the  plan  of  the  School  at  this  Station,  your  Ma- 
nagers have  found  it  necessary  to  adopt  a material 
change.  The  obstructions  which  have  prevented  the 
regular  improvement  of  the  children  at  Tuscarora, 
have  existed  here  to  their  full  extent.  The  only  way 
to  surmount  them  was  to  embody  the  children  in  the 
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Mission  Family,  and  thus  place  them  at  all  times  un- 
der the  exclusive  control,  as  well  as  the  uninterrupt- 
ed instruction  of  their  Teachers.  This  plan  received 
the  approbation  of  the  Chiefs;  and  early  in  July 
twenty-three  children  were  committed,  by  their  pa- 
rents, to  the  care  and  authority  of  the  Mission. 

The  following  extracts  from  the  Journal  will  ex- 
hibit the  views  of  the  Chiefs,  and  the  feelings  of  the 
Missionaries  on  this  interesting  occasion  : — 

“ Tuesday,  June  25. — The  Chiefs  met  at  the  Mission  House, 
for  the  purpose  of  informing  us  what  they  would  do  with  re- 
spect to  embodying  their  children.  This  object,  after  all  our 
anxiety  and  prayer,  is  at  length  likely  to  be  attained.  Several 
things  have  conspired  to  retard  this  business.  The  prejudices 
of  some  of  our  own  people,  the  caprice  of  others,  the  misunder- 
standing of  the  Chiefs  as  to  our  intentions,  and  other  things, 
have  all  been  barriers  in  the  way.  On  this  occasion,  however, 
our  intentions  have  been  more  fully  explained,  and  there  appears 
a greater  willingness  on  the  part  of  the  natives  to  accede  to  our 
measures  of  instructing  the  children.  The  Chiefs  said  that 
they  were  able  to  put  into  our  school  ten  children,  to  be  en- 
tirely under  our  control,  together  with  three  others,  from  dif- 
ferent reservations ; and  that  the  other  boys,  who  had  grown 
beyond  the  age  prescribed  by  the  Society,  should  be  faith- 
fully sent  from  home  every  day.  The  number,  they  remarked, 
was  less  than  they  wished  it  was,  but  there  was  a numerous  race 
of  younger  ones  who  would  soon  be  of  proper  age  to  be  re- 
ceived. This  number,  they  said,  would  be  only  the  com- 
mencement ; and  we  might  rest  assured,  that,  in  due  time  we 
-should  receive  many  more.  Monday  of  next  week  was  agreed 
upon  for  introducing  the  children  to  the  family.” 

“ Saturday,  June  2d. — The  family  have  devoted  this  da}'  to 
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fasting  and  prayer,  in  the  view  of  our  approaching  solemn 
charge.  We  hope  we  feel  desirous  to  begin  every  new  under- 
taking with  God,  for  we  know  that  those  whom  He  blesses  are 
blessed  indeed,  and  that  ‘ He  will  avenge  His  own  people,  though 
he  bear  long  with  them.’  We  trust  that  the  Lord  has  been 
with  us,  and  encouraged  our  hearts  to  follow  on  to  know  the 
Lord,  to  press  on,  ‘ looking  not  at  the  things  which  are  behind, 
but  reaching  forth  to  those  things  which  are  before’.” 

“ Monday,  July  1. — This  day  our  eyes  have  beheld,  with 
unspeakable  pleasure,  and  we  hope  with  devout  thanksgiving, 
fifteen  interesting  little  immortals  in  the  bosom  of  our  family, 
and  apparently  much  pleased  with  their  new  situation  and 
prospects.  For  this  we  have  long  hoped  and  prayed.  Oh! 
that  they  may  be  trained  up  for  God.  If  our  own  hearts  de- 
ceive us  not,  it  is  our  most  fervent  petition  to  Him  ‘ who  is  able 
to  pity  the  ignorant  and  them  that  are  out  of  the  way,’  that 
He  would  vouchsafe  to  them  His  divine  guidance,  that  they 
may  be  ornaments  to  the  religion  of  the  Saviour  while  they 
live,  and  made  fit  for  a holy  heaven  when  they  die.  No  doubt 
many  fervent  prayers  of  the  Board,  and  the  dear  people  of 
God,  will  ascend  for  their  salvation.” 

“ Wednesday,  July  10. — The  number  of  children  admitted  to 
the  family  has  increased  to  twenty-three.  It  is  probable,  how- 
ever, that  some  will  not  continue  long.  With  two  or  three  ex- 
ceptions, they  behave  well,  and  are  remarkably  intelligent.” 

Several  children  have  since  left,  and  others  have 
entered  the  School.  On  the  10th  of  March,  the  Su- 
perintendent writes — “ Our  School,  we  think,  is  be- 
coming daily  more  interesting.  The  whole  number 
now  with  us  is  seventeen.  The  facility  with  which 
the  girls  advance  in  the  knowledge  of  household 
business,  and  the  boys  in  all  the  branches  of  study 
which  occupy  their  attention,  must  be  truly  a ground 
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of  encouragement  to  the  patrons  of  Indian  Missions. 
There  is  one  class  of  six  or  seven,  who  already  read 
fluently  in  the  New  Testament,  and  others  who  spell 
well  in  words  of  four  or  five  syllables.  They  are 
also  learning  to  speak  and  understand  English  as 
fast  as  could  reasonably  be  expected.”  In  a subse- 
quent communication  it  is  stated,  that  two  lads  were 
added  to  the  School  on  the  27th  March;  one  of  whom, 
about  sixteen  years  of  age,  spells  in  words  of  three 
or  four  syllables,  and  speaks  correct  English.  While 
learning  to  read,  he  will,  therefore,  render  important 
assistance,  as  an  Interpreter  for  the  School. 

A number  of  the  young  Chiefs  of  the  Tribe,  who 
have  long  since  taken  a decided  stand  in  support  of 
the  religion  of  the  Gospel,  appear  to  be  growing  in 
the  knowledge  of  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  and,  in 
some  measure  at  least,  living  under  its  influence. 
They  profess  to  be  deeply  sensible  of  their  ruined 
state  as  sinners,  and  to  place  their  whole  reliance,  for 
pardon  and  acceptance,  upon  the  atoning  blood  and 
the  infinite  righteousness  of  the  crucified  and  ascend- 
ed Saviour.  They  have  given  to  your  Missionary 
satisfactory  evidence  of  the  sincerity  of  their  profes- 
sion ; and  he  has  organized  a Church  at  the  Station, 
and  admitted  four  of  their  number  to  its  communion. 
The  Church  was  organized  on  the  13th  of  April,  and 
the  ordinances  of  Baptism  and  the  Lord’s  Supper 
were  both  administered  on  the  ensuing  Sabbath. 

The  following  account  of  these  solemn  and  inte- 
resting transactions  is  copied  from  the  Journal: — 

“ Sabbath,  March  30. — An  opportunity  was  offered  before 
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preaching  this  morning,  to  consult  the  feelings  of  four  of  the 
natives,  more  particularly,  in  regard  to  their  uniting  themselves 
with  the  Church  of  Christ.  In  addition  to  the  frequent  op- 
portunities which  have  been  presented  for  catechising  these 
persons  for  more  than  a year  past,  it  has  been  made  a special 
object  of  attention  by  the  Minister  to  visit  them  at  their  own 
dwellings,  and  to  spend  the  greater  part  of  a day  in  conversing 
with  them  expressly  on  this  subject,  with  one  exception.  Un- 
expected circumstances  have  occurred,  from  time  to  time,  so  as 
to  prevent  any  direct  conversation  with  him  on  the  duty  of 
covenanting  with  God  and  his  people.  It  w as  thought  best  to 
begin  with  him  first  alone.  He  said,  ‘ it  was  true  that  hin- 
drances had  been  thrown  in  the  way  of  my  speaking  to  him 
directly  on  that  subject,  and  he  had  frequently  thought  that 
perhaps  this  was  an  indication  from  God,  that  he  was  not  wor- 
thy of  so  great  a privilege.  He  felt  it  w'as  just  in  God  to  re- 
ject him,  for  he  knew  he  was  an  unworthy  and  sinful  creature, 
and  should  he  be  left  to  perish  in  his  sins,  God  would  still  be 
just.’  On  thus  saying,  he  wept  freely.  He  afterwards  said  that 
his  whole  trust  was  in  depending  on  the  mercy  of  God,  through 
Christ  Jesus  ; and  if  I thought,  as  one  appointed  to  direct  the 
ignorant  and  strengthen  the  weak,  that  his  union  with  the 
Church  of  Christ  might  be  attended  with  good,  he  should  raise 
no  objections.  The  others  were  then  called  forward,  and  ques- 
tioned with  respect  to  their  determination  of  giving  themselves 
wholly  up  to  the  Lord,  if  it  were  his  will.  They  all  expressed 
their  umvorthiness,  but  still  desired  to  acquiesce  in  the  will  of 
God,  whatever  that  might  be.  Next  Sabbath  week  w'as 
appointed  for  their  baptism,  and  for  entering  into  solemn 
covenant  with  God,  and  a meeting  appointed  for  the  candi- 
dates on  Wednesday  next,  at  the  Mission  House,  for  further 
conversation  on  this  important  business.” 

“ Wednesday , April  2. — The  candidates  for  baptism  came 
according  to  promise.  The  meeting  commenced  with  prayer, 
after  which  a plain  and  friendly  conversation  was  held  with 
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them  on  the  important  nature  of  that  warfare  on  which  they 
were  about  to  enter,  and  the  peculiar  obligation  which  would 
devolve  on  them  to  be  the  Lord’s.  They  expressed  the  live- 
liest gratitude  for  what  they  learned ; and  it  is,  perhaps,  suffi- 
cient to  say,  that  their  whole  conversation  and  deportment  was 
highly  gratifying.” 

“ Saturday,  April  12. — The  candidates  for  baptism,  with  a 
number  of  the  people,  met  for  religious  worship  this  afternoon, 
and  for  the  purpose  of  entering  into  Church  covenant  with  the 
members  of  the  Mission  Family.  Oh,  that  they  may  not  only 
covenant  in  name,  but  in  deed,  and  in  truth  ! And  may  it  please 
God  to  interest  them  in  the  covenant  of  his  love,  and  prepare 
them  all  for  the  enjoyment  of  himself  in  glory  everlasting ! Bro- 
ther Crane,  ofTuscarora,  and  Brother  Squier,  of  Buffalo,  were 
expected  to  have  been  present  at  this  time.  After  waiting  till 
late  for  their  arrival,  we  thought  it  our  duty  to  proceed  to  the 
formation  of  the  Mission  Church.  To-morrow  the  candidates 
are  to  be  baptized,  and  the  sacrament  to  be  administered  in  the 
council-house,  our  usual  place  of  worship  on  the  Sabbath.” 

“ Sabbath,  April  13. — A delightful  spring  morning — truly 
emblematical  of  that  Sabbath  of  joy  and  rest  which  remains 
for  the  people  of  God  ; when  saints  shall  no  more  drink  of  the 
fruit  of  the  vine  here,  but  w hen  ‘ Jesus  shall  drink  it  new  with 
them  in  his  Father’s  kingdom.’  We  enjoyed  a precious  season 
of  prayer  this  morning,  in  view  of  the  solemn  duties  of  the  day 
now  before  us.  ‘ Truly,  God  is  good  to  Israel,  even  to  such  as 
are  of  a clean  heart ‘ O ! Lord  God,  purge  us  with  hyssop, 
and  we  shall  be  clean ; wash  us,  and  we  shall  be  whiter  than 
snow’.” 

“ About  12  o’clock  the  people  had  generally  collected  to 
view  the  solemn  feast,  every  thing  having  been  arranged  the 
day  previous.  Discourse,  1 Cor.  vi.  20.  ‘For  ye  are  bought 
with  a price,  therefore  glorify  God,  in  your  body  and  in  your 
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spirit,  which  are  God’s.’  After  sermon  the  candidates  were 
called  forward  and  questioned  on  some  of  the  plainer  doctrines 
of  the  Bible,  and  as  to  the  sincerity  of  their  desire  to  devote 
themselves  to  God,  in  that  covenant  which  is  well  ordered,  and 
sure  in  all  things.  After  expressing  their  assent,  the  nature  of 
baptism  was  explained  more  fully  to  their  comprehension.  They 
then  knelt  down,  one  by  one,  and  were  baptized  in  the  name  of 
the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost.  Their  Christian 
names  are  severally  James  Stevenson,  Seneca  White,  Tall  Peter, 
and  John  Seneca,  all  respectable  young  men,  and  all  Chiefs  ex- 
cepting the  last.  The  audience  was  still,  and  apparently  so- 
lemn ; and  though  consisting  of  150,  nominall)  heathen,  they 
conducted  with  as  much  solemnity  and  order  as  could  reasona- 
bly be  expected,  considering  their  ignorance — most  of  them 
having  never  witnessed  any  thing  of  the  kind  before. 

“ Now  thanks  be  to  God  and  our  Father,  that  he  has  plant- 
ed an  infant  Church  in  this  heathen  land.  ‘ Look  down,  O Lord 
God,  and  visit  this  vine,  and  the  vineyard  which  thy  right  hand 
has  planted,  and  the  branch  which  thou  madest  strong  for  thy- 
self. Let  thy  hand  be  upon  the  man  of  thy  right  hand.  So 
will  we  not  go  back  from  thee;  quicken  us,  and  we  will  call  upon 
thy  name.  Turn  us  again,  O Lord  God  of  Hosts!  cause  thy 
face  to  shine,  and  we  shall  be  saved’.” 

The  custom  of  dissolving  the  marriage  contract,  at 
the  will  of  either  party,  has  long  prevailed  irt  this 
tribe.  It  has  often  been  attended  with  the  most 
unhappy  and  mischievous  consequences,  both  to  in- 
dividuals and  to  the  nation.  An  affecting  instance 
occurred  in  December.  Your  Missionary  was  re- 
quested to  interpose  his  influence,  with  the  hope  of 
producing  a reconciliation  of  the  parties.  Notwith- 
standing his  efforts  in  this  case  were  unavailing,  yet 
he  convened  a Council  of  the  Chiefs,  and  urged  upon

them  the  importance  of  exterminating  so  baneful  a 
habit.  He  suggested,  that  the  example  might  pro- 
duce a salutary  impression,  were  some  of  the  young 
Chiefs  and  their  wives  to  come  forward  in  public, 
and  renew  their  covenanted  engagements  with  each 
other,  in  the  mode,  and  on  the  principles,  of  Chris- 
tian marriage.  The  Chiefs  expressed  themselves 
highly  gratified  with  the  suggestion  ; and  stated  that 
the}'  had  devoted  the  preceding  day  to  a consideration 
of  the  same  subject,  and  had  decided  upon  the  very 
expedient  now  proposed  by  their  Minister.  At  a sub- 
sequent Council,  they  reported  that  nine  of  their 
young  Chiefs  were  desirous  of  being  married  by  the 
Missionary,  as  w ell  to  put  their  own  minds  at  rest,  as 
to  set  an  example  to  their  nation.  The  marriage,  ac- 
cordingly, took  place  on  the  8th  of  January,  in  the 
presence  of  nearly  two  hundred  persons.  Others  in 
the  tribe  have  since  expressed  their  intention  to  fol- 
low the  example. 

During  the  past  year  much  sickness  has  prevailed, 
and  several  deaths  have  occurred  among  this  people. 
From  the  Journal  we  quote  the  follow  ing  account  of 
the  sickness  and  death  of  one  of  the  young  Chiefs: — 

“ Thursday , Nov.  15. — Had  a most  interesting  sick-bed 
conversation  with  Jonathan  Jacket,  who  is  apparently  follow- 
ing to  the  grave,  in  rapid  strides,  his  brother  William,  who  died 
in  May  last.  When  I entered  the  house,  I found  the  Inter- 
preter, with  a number  of  the  sick  man’s  acquaintance,  collected 
to  see  him  After  he  had  informed  me  that  he  expected  the 
Doctor  soon  to  administer  to  his  complaint,  I supposed  I had 
little  time  to  lose,  and  therefore  commenced  conversation  with 
him  on  the  affairs  of  his  soul.  I asked  whether  this  subject 
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was  agreeable  to  him,  lie  replied,  ‘ that  it  was,  because  it  was 
the  principal  thing.’  I then  requested  him  to  open  his  mind  to 
me,  without  restraint,  as  I wished  to  give  instruction  suited  to 
his  case.  He  answered,  that  ‘ whatever  he  should  say  should 
be  the  truth  ; that  God  was  his  witness,  who  was  in  every  place, 
and  knew  the  thought  of  his  heart ; it  was,  therefore,  in  vain 
to  attempt  to  deceive  him.’  He  then  went  on  to  state,  that  on 
last  Sabbath  he  felt  more  concerned  than  usual  for  his  friends, 
particularly  his  grand-mother,  mother,  wife,  nephew  and  wife, 
&ic.  some  of  whom  had  never  attended  the  preaching  of  the 
Gospel,  and  those  who  had,  he  supposed  understood  it  but  im- 
perfectly. He  called  them  to  his  bed-side,  and  counselled  them 
separately,  declaring,  that  he,  for  one,  did  believe,  contrary  to 
the  opinion  of  some,  that  there  was  a day  of  judgment  com- 
ing, when  the  world  should  be  judged  before  God,  and  that 
Jesus  Christ  would  reward  every  person  according  to  his 
works ; the  wicked  he  would  reward  with  everlasting  fire,  and 
the  righteous  with  endless  happiness.  He  therefore  counselled 
them  to  repent,  and  put  away  their  sin,  by  believing  on  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

“ He  had  previously  informed  me,  that  he  had  felt  himself 
a sinner,  and  had  determined  to  repent,  and  give  himself  to 
God. 

“ Fearing  that  he  was  resting  on  the  determination,  instead  of 
the  thing  itself,  I told  him  that  if  he  felt  himself  to  be  a sinner, 
there  was  no  cause  but  his  unbelief  why  he  should  not  receive 
forgiveness ; that  pardon  and  salvation  were  offered  to  all  who 
truly  felt  their  sins  to  be  a burden,  and  who  would  consent  to 
roll  that  burden  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ ; and,  that  although 
his  sins  had  been  like  mountains  rising  towards  heaven,  still 
the  mercy  of  God,  and  the  blood  of  Christ,  like  a mighty 
ocean,  were  sufficient  to  rise  above  them,  and  to  hide  them  for 
ever.  Having  continued  the  conversation  for  some  time,  I 
closed  by  saying,,  that  it  was  impossible  for  me  to  determine, 
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with  certainty,  whether  he  had  made  his  peace  with  God  or 
not.  I could  only  judge  of  my  own  spirit  by  the  rule  which 
God  had  given  ; but,  as  a Minister  of  Christ,  i was  bound  to 
tell  others,  and  him  among  the  rest,  that  if  we  ever  love  Jesus, 
it  must  be  before  we  go  hence  to  be  here  no  more — in  this  world, 
or  not  at  all.  God  hath  declared,  with  respect  to  the  next 
world,  ‘ as  the  tree  falleth,  so  it  lieth.’  No  repentance  was 
to  be  expected  there.  As  I feared  his  days  here  would  be  but 
few,  I hoped  that  ‘ what  his  hands  found  to  do  he  would  do 
with  all  his  might.’  This  was  all  that  I had  to  say,  and  my 
prayer  was,  that  God  would  be  near  him,  by  his  grace,  in  all 
bis  sickness,  aud  sanctify  to  him  his  severest  trials. 

“ Having  looked  me  full  in  the  face  the  whole  time,  he  now 
put  his  hands  to  his  eyes,  aud,  bursting  into  tears,  sobbed  aloud, 
and  said,  ‘ Sir,  I thank  you  a thousand  times  for  what  you  have 
now  said  to  me  in  regard  to  my  soul.’  The  whole  audience  was 
at  once  melted  down.  We  then  commended  him  to  God  in 
prayer.  After  rising,  he  again  expressed  the  most  lively  grati- 
tude for  the  comfort  his  mind  had  received  during  the  conver- 
sation.” 

“ November  27. — I have  just  returned  from  visiting  young 
Jacket,  who  is  fast  declining.  He  is  one  of  our  most  industri- 
ous and  ingenious  young  Chiefs,  and  the  last  of  thirteen  chil- 
dren, who  have  all  died  of  the  consumption.  The  principal 
Chiefs  of  the  Christian  party  were  collected  to  pay  him  their 
farewell  visit;  among  them  was  Red  Jacket,  the  father  of  the 
youth,  and  the  principal  Chief  of  the  Pagan  party.  As  he  was 
already  very  much  exhausted  with  conversation,  I judged  it  pro- 
per to  converse  with  him  but  little.  His  most  serious  and  ju- 
dicious friends  told  me,  however,  that  he  had  expressed  the  state 
of  his  mind  at  large ; that  ‘ he  was  tired  of  earth  ; that  God 
had  blessed  his  soul  through  Jesus  Christ,  and  that  now  he  had 
no  wish  to  live,  but  earnestly  desired  to  be  with  Christ,  which 
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is  far  better.’  If  any  hopes  are  ever  to  be  cherished  in  a death- 
bed repentance,  we  think  we  have  some  encouragement  in  the 
case  of  this  young  man.” 

“ December  10. — We  were,  this  day,  called  to  commit  to  its 
native  dust  the  remains  of  the  youth  mentioned  above.  A very 
touching  address  was  delivered  on  the  occasion  by  one  of  our 
most  serious  and  pious  Chiefs,  the  interpreter  not  arriving  in 
time.  Oh  ! that  the  Lord  would  sanctify  his  mysterious  provi- 
dence to  this  dying  people  ! We  trust  that  he  will,  in  faithfulness 
and  truth,  order  all  things  to  the  salvation  of  his  own  elect.” 

Your  Managers  still  view  the  situation  of  this  Mis- 
sion as  auspicious  and  interesting.  The  Chiefs  of  the 
Tribe  are  entitled  to  your  esteem,  for  their  unwaver- 
ing attachment  to  your  Missionaries,  and  their  un- 
wearied efforts  to  promote  the  temporal  and  spiritual 
interests  of  their  nation. 

CATARAUGUS  MISSION. 

The  circumstances  which  induced  the  Board  to  es- 
tablish this  Mission;  the  appointment  of  Mr.  William 
A.  Thayek  as  the  principal  Teacher  and  Superinten- 
dent of  the  School;  and  his  departure  for  his  destined 
Station  ; were  mentioned  in  our  last  Report. 

On  the  evening  of  the  7th  of  May,  Mr.  Thayer  and 
his  family,  after  a prosperous  but  fatigueing  journey 
of  eleven  days,  arrived  in  safety  at  Buffalo  ; and,  on 
the  following  morning,  proceeded  to  your  Mission- 
House  at  Seneca.  On  the  9th  they  were  introduced 
to  the  Seneca  Chiefs,  who  had  assembled  in  Council 
for  the  occasion.  The  Chiefs  expressed  the  highest 
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satisfaction  at  this  interview,  and  returned  thanks  to 
the  Great  Spirit,  that  the  Teacher  and  his  family  had 
been  so  kindly  preserved  on  their  journey.  They  re- 
quested him  to  continue  at  Seneca  until  they  could 
send  for  the  Cataraugus  Chiefs,  alleging  that  all  im- 
portant business  must  be  transacted  at  their  own 
Council  fire. 

A message  was  immediately  sent  to  their  Brethren, 
announcing  the  arrival  of  their  Teacher,  and  inviting 
them  to  attend  a Council  to  be  held  on  the  14th,  at 
the  Seneca  Mission  House.  At  the  appointed  Coun- 
cil, Mr.  Thayer’s  Documents  were  read,  and  the 
Chiefs  from  Cataraugus  “ expressed  their  thanks  to 
the  Great  Spirit  for  influencing  the  good  Society  in 
New-York  to  send  them  a Teacher.”  They  also  re- 
quested, that  Mr.  Thayer,  in  company  with  Mr. 
Harris,  would  visit  their  Reservation  on  the  17th, 
and  select  a site  for  the  Missionary  buildings.  With 
this  request  the  Missionaries  complied.  They  were 
received  by  the  Christian  party  with  lively  demon- 
strations of  gratitude  and  joy.  “ This,”  said  the 
Chiefs,  “ is  a good  day  which  has  brought  us  to- 
gether. We  thank  the  Great  Spirit  that  he  has  per- 
mitted us  to  see  the  face  of  our  Teacher.  We  are 
glad  that  the  good  Society  has  considered  our  case, 
as  our  children  need  instruction  ; and  we  are  pleased 
with  that  part  of  the  talk  which  mentions  that  the 
Teacher  will  meet  with  us  on  the  Sabbath,  and  in- 
struct us  out  of  the  Good  Book,  as  we  think  that  the 
most  important  of  all  things.”  They  uttered  other 
expressions  of  a similar  import,  and  promised  to  do 
“ all  in  their  power  to  put  up  the  buildings,  and  help 
forward  the  work.”  Having  selected  a situation  for 
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the  Establishment,  and  adopted  other  preparatory 
measures,  the  Missionaries  returned,  under  the  im- 
pression that  the  buildings  would  be  erected  with- 
out delay. 

On  the  24th  of  May,  Mr.  Thayer  made  another 
visit  to  Cataraugus.  Understanding  that  the  pagan 
party  had  taken  a decided  stand  in  opposition  to  the 
measures  he  was  pursuing,  he  invited  a general 
Council  of  both  parties.  At  this  Council,  he  explained 
the  benevolent  views  of  the  Society  ; the  interest 
which  its  Managers  have  taken  in  the  welfare  of  the 
Tribe  ; and  the  particular  object  for  which  he  had 
been  sent  to  their  village.  He  expressed  his  deep 
regret  that  any  difference  of  sentiment  should  prevail, 
and  urged  them  to  a union  of  feeling  and  of  effort  on 
a subject  so  important  as  the  instruction  of  their  chil- 
dren. The  pagan  party,  however,  adhered  to  their 
opposition.  They  said  that  no  Missionary  should  be 
permitted  to  settle  on  their  lands  ; and  declared,  that 
as  soon  as  any  building  was  begun,  they  would  “ take 
their  axes,  and  hew  it  down.” 

Under  these  circumstances,  it  was  judged  expedi- 
ent to  suspend  the  building,  at  least  until  the  violence 
of  the  opposition  should  have  been,  in  some  measure, 
allayed.  It  was  also  agreed,  that  Mr.  Thayer  should 
remove  his  family  to  a small  settlement,  beyond  the 
boundary  of  the  Reservation,  and  within  four  or  five 
miles  of  the  Indian  village  ; and  that  he  should  meet 
with  the  Christian  party  on  the  Sabbath,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  directing  their  worship,  and  communicating 
to  them  religious  instruction. 
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This  course  was  punctually,  and,  it  is  believed,  be- 
neficially pursued,  through  the  summer.  In  the  au- 
tumn, the  Christian  Chiefs,  becoming  more  solicitous 
for  the  instruction  of  their  children,  and  finding  the 
opposition  still  unabated,  urged  the  Teacher  to  open 
a School  in  the  Settlement  in  which  he  lived.  As  an 
inducement  to  the  measure,  and  an  evidence  of  their 
solicitude  on  the  subject,  they  pledged  themselves  to 
furnish  for  the  School  a considerable  quantity  of 
meat,  and  upwards  of  one  hundred  bushels  of  grain. 

A suitable  house  having  been  procured,  and  the 
necessary  preparations  for  receiving  the  children  into 
the  Family  completed,  the  Mission  School  was  open- 
ed on  the  14th  of  January.  Fourteen  promising  chil- 
dren, between  seven  and  fourteen  years  of  age,  were 
formally  surrendered  to  the  care  and  authority  of 
your  Teacher.  Two  others  were  added  on  the  5th, 
and  one  on  the  17th  of  February.  The  whole  were 
received  at  the  hands  of  the  Chiefs,  under  the  ex- 
press stipulation,  that  they  were  neither  to  be  taken 
from  the  School,  nor  permitted  to  visit  their  friends, 
excepting  in  the  regular  vacations. 

The  following  account  of  the  opening  of  the 
School  is  given  in  the  Journal: — 

“ Tuesday,  Jan.  14. — This  is  the  day  appointed  by  the  In- 
dians to  bring  their  children.  We  are  now  expecting  them. 
O ! may  the  Lord,  who  holds  all  hearts  in  his  hands,  suitably 
affect  our  hearts  on  this  interesting  occasion.  May  we  have 
grace  and  wisdom  sufficient  for  the  arduous  duty  before  us. 
Last  evening,  feeling  in  some  measure  the  responsibility  about 
to  devolve  upon  us,  and  our  insufficiency  for  the  great  work, 
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we,  as  a family,  devoted  the  evening  to  prayer,  with  a special  re- 
ference to  the  receiving  of  the  Indian  children  under  our  watch 
and  care.  It  was  a solemn,  and,  we  trust,  a profitable  season.” 

“ Wednesday , Jan.  15. — Yesterday  was  an  interesting  day — 
quite  a collection  of  Indians,  sleighload  after  sleighload,  till 
past  three  o’clock.  When  they  had  all  arrived  and  partaken  of 
refreshment  provided  for  the  occasion,  they  assembled  in  Jie 
school-room,  and  Captain  Crow,  one  of  the  Chiefs,  arose  and 
spoke  to  the  following  effect : 

“ Brother, 

“ This  is  a day  of  rejoicing — a day  that  makes  our  heart 
glad.  We  thank  the  Great  Spirit  that  we  are  permitted  to 
meet  here  on  this  joyful  occasion.  It  is  not  a year  since  we 
sent  to  the  good  Society,  requesting  a Christian  Teacher  for 
ourselves  and  our  children.  We  soon  received  an  answer  from 
the  Board,  stating  that  they  had  considered  our  case,  and 
would  send  us  such  a man  as  we  wanted.  We  w’ere  glad  when 
we  first  saw  your  face,  and  more  glad  every  day,  because  we 
see  you  wish  to  do  us  good,  and  teach  good  things  to  us  and 
our  children. 

“ Brother, 

“ We  thank  you,  we  thank  the  Great  Spirit,  that  you  were 
disposed  to  leave  father,  and  mother,  and  all  friends  in  your 
country,  and  come  and  live  among  us.  Since  we  first  saw 
your  face,  you  and  we  have  had  many  difficulties  to  struggle 
with  : but  the  Great  Spirit,  who  orders  all  things  wrell,  has 
brought  us  through  all  trials  and  thick  darkness,  to  see  the 
pleasant  light  of  this  day. 

“ We  now  see  w hat  our  eyes  have  so  long  desired,  a house 
prepared,  and  a teacher  ready  to  instruct  our  children. 

“ Brother, 

“ You  see  our  children,  they  are  most  of  them  before  you. 
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So  far  have  we  brought  them  up ; now  we  take  them  from  our 
arms  and  give  them  to  you.  Let  them  be  your  children.  We 
want  you  to  be  to  them  a father,  and  your  wife  a mother.  We 
place  great  confidence  in  you,  and  we  are  satisfied  you  will 
not  deceive  us.  Instruct  these  children  in  those  things  you 
think  will  be  useful  to  them,  and  bring  them  up  in  good  white 
people’s  ways,  especially  in  Gospel  things.  You  have  told  us 
about  Jesus  Christ,  the  Son  of  the  Great  Spirit;  tell  these  little 
ones  such  good  things,  and  teach  them  to  keep  the  Sabbath  day 
and  be  good  ; and  we  shall  thank  you,  and  thank  you,  and  our 
children  will  thank  you,  forever.” 

“In  reply,  it  was  stated,  that  their  children  would  be  receiv- 
ed into  the  family  and  school,  upon  the  conditions  formerly 
mentioned  ; that  they  should  be  entirely  under  the  direction  of 
the  Board,  to  be  continued  in  School,  from  one  to  two  or  three 
years,  according  to  their  good  conduct  and  improvement ; that 
all  of  the  rules  of  the  school  and  family  should  be  observed  in 
every  particular;  that  no  scholars,  on  their  own  or  their  friends’ 
account,  (excepting  in  cases  of  sickness,)  shall  go  home  oftener 
than  once  in  three  months,  when  there  shall  be  a short  vaca- 
tion for  all  the  children  to  visit  their  parents ; that  all  scholars 
shall  be  regularly  entered  by  the  principal  Chiefs ; and  that 
they,  with  the  parents,  shall  use  their  influence  to  induce  their 
children  to  be  obedient,  and  faithfully  attend  to  the  duties  re- 
quired of  them.  To  this  they  all  very  cheerfully  agreed.  They 
added,  that  as  they  had  given  their  children  to  the  teacher,  they 
had  no  further  control  over  them  till  they  were  dismissed  from 
the  school,  except  by  his  permission.  Soon  after  this,  the 
children  were  divested  of  their  savage  garb,  and  neatly  attired 
in  a plain  English  dress,  consisting  of  coarse  shoes  and  stock- 
ings, the  boys  in  roundabout  coats,  vests,  and  pantaloons,  made 
of  cloth  that  cost  78  cents  per  yard,  and  the  girls  in  frocks, 
made  of  factory  ginghams,  kindly  provided  by  the  ladies  of 
New-York.  Sixteen  children  were  presented,  ten  boys  and 
six  girls,  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  fourteen  years.  Under- 
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standing  that  two  of  the  eldest  boys  were  addicted  to  stealing 
and  drinking,  and  fearing  their  example  would  be  a serious  in- 
jury to  the  others,  I thought  it  improper  to  receive  them.  The 
Chiefs  acquiesced  in  my  opinion.  Two  or  three  more  will  be 
brought  in  a few  days. 

“The  present  opportunity  was  embraced  to  communicate 
some  religious  instruction,  and  to  read  some  interesting  ac- 
counts from  the  Mission  Schools  among  the  Choctaws  and 
Cherokees.  The  Indians  were  remarkably  pleased  and  ani- 
mated. The  exercises  of  the  day  and  evening  were  closed  by 
reading  a chapter  in  the  word  of  God,  and  by  prayer.” 

On  their  subsequent  visits,  the  Chiefs  appeared  to 
be  highly  gratified  with  the  regulations  and  progress 
of  the  School.  They  endeavoured  to  impress  upon 
the  minds  of  the  children,  the  value  of  their  present 
privileges,  and  the  importance  of  being  affectionate 
to  each  other,  obedient  to  their  Teachers,  and  dili- 
gent and  persevering  in  their  efforts  to  imbibe  cor-  • 
rect  habits,  and  to  acquire  useful  knowledge.  Of  two 
or  three  of  these  visits,  the  Journal  gives  the  follow- 
ing notice  : — 

“ Wednesday , January  29. — The  Chief  Warrior,  and  seve- 
ral other  Indians,  came  yesterday  to  see  the  school.  They 
brought  ten  bushels  of  grain,  and  three  small  hogs.  The  whole 
of  the  provisions  promised,  they  say,  shall  be  forwarded  soon. 
They  were  much  pleased  with  the  appearance  of  the  scholars, 
and  with  all  our  regulations.  The  old  Chief  made  a long  ad- 
dress to  the  children,  in  which  he  exhorted  them  to  obedience, 
and  strict  observance  of  every  rule ; to  do  what  was  required 
of  them,  in  and  out  of  school ; and  (to  use  his  expression)  to 
be  strong  minded,  and  not  think  too  much  of  their  old  homes, 
but  feel  that  they  are  now  at  a good  home,  and  be  contented. 
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and  consider  their  teacher  as  their  father,  and  their  best  friend.” 

“ Wednesday,  February  5. — Some  of  the  principal  Chiefs 
called  to-day  to  enter  two  more  scholars.  After  attending  to 
the  necessary  business,  the  Chief  Warriour  remarked  to  the 
children  as  follows  : 

“ Children — I esteem  myself  your  Grandfather.  Now  hear 
to  me.  I have  a few  words  to  say  to  you,  I want  you  to  under- 
stand me.  Look  on — there  are  two  more  children  come  to  join 
you  in  getting  learning.  I want  you  to  be  kind  to  each  other, 
and  esteem  each  other  as  own  brothers  and  sisters  ; love  each 
other,  and  be  obedient  to  your  teacher;  not  let  me  hear  that 
any  one  undertakes  to  follow  his  own  ways,  and  is  disobedient. 

“ Now  think  it  over  and  look  back  at  home,  how  many 
habits  are  followed  there  of  no  use : your  mothers  and  your 
fathers  are  anxious  you  should  obtain  better  habits.  Now  you 
take  notice,  be  obedient  to  all  in  this  family,  and  be  quick  in 
the  performance  of  every  thing  required.  You  must  esteem 
your  teacher  as  your  own  father,  and  his  wife  as  your  own 
mother,  and  submit  cheerfully  to  their  will.  By  so  doing  you 
will  gain  their  love.  Be  cautious  how  you  speak — be  cautious 
how  you  rule  your  temper — notice  how  they  govern  their  tem- 
per and  conduct,  and  try  to  imitate  them.  Ifyou  do  this,  you 
and  they  will  be  happy  together.  We,  your  parents,  place  con- 
fidence in  your  new  father  and  mother,  and  we  wish  you  to  do 
the  same.  And  with  regard  to  your  learning,  be  not  discoura- 
ged, but  persevere,  and  treasure  up  the  instructions  that  will  be 
given  you,  that  you  may  grow  up  to  be  useful  men  and  women.” 

“ Captain  Crow  then  addressed  them  : — ‘ Children,  though 
the  day  is  far  spent,  I can’t  help  making  a few  words  to  you. 
I expect  you  will  be  particular  to  hear  and  understand  what  I 
say.  I speak  because  your  fathers  and  mothers  desired  it.  I 
want  you  to  know  and  feel  that  they  have  placed  you  here,  to 
learn  something  better  than  old  Indian  ways,  and  that  they  were 
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sick  and  tired  of  the  manner  they  were  bringing  you  up,  when 
at  home.  It  is  for  your  welfare  you  are  placed  here,  so  be  en- 
couraged to  attend  faithfully  to  what  is  set  before  you  to  learn, 
as  by  this  you  will  see  what  will  be  for  your  own  interest.  Be 
obedient  to  him  who  has  the  charge  over  you,  and  whoever  he 
authorises  to  direct  you  ; by  so  doing,  you  will  gain  their  good 
will ; and  at  the  same  time  be  kind  among  yourselves,  and  love 
each  other.  Speak  to  each  other  in  a mild  sweet  way,  so  as 
not  to  hurt  the  feelings  of  any.  If  you  fulfil  these  directions 
of  mine,  what  will  be  the  reason  why  you  will  not  be  happy  ? 
We,  j'our  parents  and  elders,  feel  ashamed  of  the  habits  in 
which  we  have  lived,  therefore  we  wish  you  to  quit  entirely  all 
the  Indian  habits,  and  learn  the  good  habits  of  the  white  peo- 
ple, because  they  are  so  much  better,  not  only  in  learning  and 
industry,  but  especially  in  religion.  We,  elders  and  parents, 
are  daily,  from  our  hearts,  praying  to  the  Great  Spirit 
above  to  give  success  in  these  good  undertakings,  and  that  you 
may  grow  up  to  be  Christians,  and  become  respected  and  no- 
ticed by  your  white  brothers  as  one  of  themselves.  Persevere, 
then,  and  attend  to  the  instructions  of  your  good  teacher,  and 
you  will  be  prospered.  Of  this  we  are  convinced,  because  he 
will  teach  you  good  things  that  will  make  you  happy.  What- 
ever he  proposes  for  you  to  learn,  take  hold  with  strong  mind, 
and  be  not  discouraged.  Both  boys  and  girls,  remember  what 
I now  say.  I trust  you  will,  that  when  I am  dead,  and  many 
more,  you  may  look  back  to  this  time,  and  thank  the  Great 
Spirit  that  such  and  such  elders  embraced  the  kind  offers  of 
the  good  Society,  and  thus  brought  you  into  this  good  way  of 
living’.” 

The  following  incident  exhibits  the  eagerness  of 
the  children  to  enter  the  School,  and  the  ingenuity 
of  the  Chiefs  in  pleading  for  their  admission: — 

Monday , Feb.  17. — “ One  of  the  Chiefs,  the  Interpreter,  and 
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other  Indians,  came  to  enter  two  more  scholars.  One  of  them, 
quite  a small  girl,  whom  I thought  too  young  to  receive  this 
winter.  The  other  was  one  of  the  two  boys  that  were  refused 
at  first.  They  said  as  he  had  behaved  very  well  of  late,  and 
promised  to  continue  to  do  well,  and  was  very  anxious  to  learn, 
they  had  again  brought  him,  hoping  I would  receive  him.  I 
told  them  I thought  the  boy  had  not  a sufficient  time  to  prove 
his  amendment,  and  that  we  could  not  be  willing  to  take  a boy 
of  his  character,  to  the  injury  of  the  good  children  already  in 
the  family.  The  boy  then  rose,  and  came  to  me,  pleading  to 
be  received,  and  promised  that  he  would  no  more  be  guilty  of  any 
thing  wrong,  but  would  be  a good  boy,  and  obedient  in  every 
respect.  I still  hesitated,  and  almost  concluded  not  to  receive 
him,  when  one  of  the  Indians  remarked,  ‘ that  I had  told  them 
from  the  word  of  God,  that  Jesus  Christ  stood  with  open  arms 
to  receive  repenting  sinners.  When  a sinner  comes  to  him, 
confessing  his  sins,  and  crying  for  mercy,  he  is  not  rejected. 
Now  this  boy  has  come  to  you,  sorry  for  his  bad  conduct,  and 
promises  to  be  a good  boy.  We  beg  of  you  to  receive  him  ; 
take  him  on  trial;  if  he  is  again  guilty,  turn  him  away,  we  will 
be  satisfied’.” 

On  the  1st  of  February,  the  Mission  School  was 
visited  by  the  School  Inspectors  of  the  District.  On 
mentioning  this  circumstance,  the  Journal  remarks : — 

“As  many  people  have  felt  unfavourable  to  the  instruction 
of  Indians,  and  thought  it  in  vain  to  attempt  it,  I was  pleased 
with  the  opportunity  of  manifesting  to  so  many  persons,  (more 
than  twenty,)  that  much  improvement  had  already  been  made 
by  Indian  children,  in  little  more  than  two  weeks.  The  scholars, 
fourteen  in  number,  were  divided  into  three  classes.  The  first 
class,  consisting  of  the  youngest  children,  very  expertly  read  in 
single  letters,  both  printing  and  writing,  the  second  in  words  of 
two  letters,  and  the  third  in  words  of  three  and  four  letters. 
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Two  of  the  oldest  boys  knew  a part  of  the  letters  when  they 
entered  school.  All  the  scholars  exhibited  specimens  of  writ- 
ing on  slates,  of  which  one  of  the  visiters  remarked,  that  some 
of  them  wuuld  do  honour  to  boys  who  had  spent  months  at 
school.  They  all  appeared  much  pleased,  and  I trust  went 
away  satisfied  that  Indians  are  capable  of  improvement. 
A little  only  could  be  expected  from  a school  so  recently 
established ; but  as  so  many  of  the  children  are  very  intelli- 
gent, and  all  promising  scholars,  I have  the  confidence  to  be- 
lieve that  a few  months  will  witness  that  improvement  which 
will  be  satisfactory  and  pleasing  to  the  benevolent  public.  We 
need  the  prayers  of  the  friends  of  missions,  that  we  may  be 
faithful  to  our  interesting  charge,  and  have  grace  to  enable  us 
to  bring  up  these  children  in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of 
the  Lord. 

In  his  latest  communication,  the  Teacher  observes, 
“ We  have  now  sixteen  pleasant  and  interesting 
scholars — ten  boys  and  six  girls — apparently  happy 
and  contented,  and  making  as  good  improvement 
as  could  reasonably  be  expected.” 

While  your  Managers  are  gratified  with  the  pro- 
mising appearance  of  this  School,  they  are  likewise 
happy  to  learn,  that  the  opposition  of  the  pagan  par- 
ty is  gradually  subsiding.  The  Teacher  has  already 
been  visited  by  some  of  that  party,  and  has  received 
a message  from  their  Chiefs,  inquiring  whether  their 
children  also  could  be  admitted  into  the  School. 

EDUCATION  OF  HEATHEN  YOUTH. 

It  was  mentioned  in  the  last  Report,  that  a young 
man  of  the  Tuscarora  Tribe  had  been  sent  bv  vonr 
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Managers  to  the  Foreign  Mission  School  at  Cornwall 
in  Connecticut.  We  have  now  the  pleasure  to  state, 
that  he  is  still  at  that  School,  conducting  himself 
with  propriety,  and  pursuing  his  education  with  dili- 
gence. He  is  apparently  pious  ; and  as  he  possesses 
studious  habits,  and  is  not  deficient  in  talents,  there 
is  reason  to  hope  that  he  may,  eventually,  be  qualL 
fied  for  the  Missionary  service. 

In  a letter  of  November  last,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Dagget, 
Principal  of  the  Seminary,  observes — “ I have  the 
pleasure  to  say,  that  your  Beneficiary,  Guy  Chew, 
continues  to  merit  our  approbation  and  esteem,  by 
his  amiable  conduct  and  application  to  study.  He 
is  now  attending  to  reading,  writing,  arithmetic, 
English  grammar,  and  the  abridgment  of  Lec- 
tures upon  Rhetoric.”  In  another  communication, 
dated  on  the  18th  of  April,  Mr.  Dagget  adds,  “ your 
Beneficiary  continues  to  maintain  a very  amiable 
character.  He  is  diligent  in  his  studies,  and  gives 
evidence,  we  think,  of  piety.  It  is  expected  that  he 
will  soon  make  a public  profession  of  his  faith  in 
Christ.  He  will,  I trust,  obtain  such  an  education 
as  will  render  him  respectable  and  useful  in  his  na- 
tion,” 

At  the  request  of  the  Seneca  Chiefs,  the  Board 
have  recently  authorized  your  Missionary  to  send  one 
of  their  young  men  to  the  same  School.  The  youth 
who  has  been  selected  for  the  purpose  is  a nephew 
of  one  of  the  principal  Chiefs.  He  is  about  seven- 
teen years  of  age ; can  read  and  write  ; and  is  re- 
presented as  intelligent,  active,  and  anxious  to  ac- 
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quire  an  education  to  qualify  him  for  distinguished 
usefulness  in  his  Tribe.  He  will  probably  arrive  at 
the  School  at  the  close  of  the  Spring  vacation. 

Other  young  men,  at  our  various  Missionary  sta- 
tions, will  be  selected  for  the  same  destination  as 
soon  as  suitable  candidates  can  be  found,  and  the 
state  of  our  funds  will  admit. 

The  day,  it  is  hoped,  is  not  distant,  when  many  of 
the  Indian  Tribes  on  our  Western  Borders  shall  be 
furnished  with  Legislators,  Teachers,  and  Missiona- 
ries, gathered  from  their  own  kindred,  directing  their 
national  concerns,  and  announcing  to  them  the  glad 
tidings  of  the  Gospel,  in  their  native  tongue.  To 
accomplish  this,  it  will  require  that  a fund  be  espe- 
cially provided  for  the  object.  A Committee  of 
the  Board  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  devising 
means  for  raising  such  a fund  ; and  it  is  believed, 
that  as  the  list  of  your  Beneficiaries  shall  be  enlarged, 
the  efforts  and  the  success  of  the  Committee  will  be 
proportionally  increased.

The  “ Female  Clothing  Society  of  the  City  of 
New- York”  has  been  recently  formed.  It  is  the 
plan  of  the  Institution,  that  only  a part  of  its  funds 
shall  be  appropriated  to  the  purchase  of  materials 
for  clothing,  and  that  the  residue  shall  be  paid  into 
your  Treasury.  The  character  and  the  Missionary 
zeal  of  its  members  justify  the  expectation,  that 
your  managers  will,  in  future,  derive  important  as- 
sistance from  its  efforts. 

The  appointment  of  Mr.  Peter  Kanouse,  a Li- 
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centiate  of  the  Presbytery  of  Jersey,  as  an  Agent 
for  organizing  Auxiliary  Societies  and  other  pur- 
poses, was  mentioned  in  the  last  Report.  He  was 
prevented,  by  various  circumstances,  from  commenc- 
ing his  tour  until  the  6th  of  July.  He  proceeded  to 
Albany,  and  thence  to  Buffalo;  and  returned  to  his 
residence  in  New- Jersey  in  the  month  of  Novem- 
ber. During  his  journey  he  visited  many  of  our 
Auxiliaries,  formed  six  new  Societies,  received,  in 
public  collections  and  individual  donations  six  hun- 
dred and  sixty-eight  dollars,  and  visited  our  three 
Missionary  Stations  on  the  Western  borders  of  this 
State,  in  his  report,  Mr.  Kanouse  remarks — “ I 
feel  it  my  duty  to  acknowledge  the  kind  reception  I 
generally  met  with  on  the  part  of  both  Clergymen 
and  Laymen,  and  their  cordial  co-operation  in  pro- 
moting the  object  of  your  Society.  Whether  the 
amount  received  will  meet  the  expectations  of  the 
Board,  I cannot  tell.  Some  parts  of  the  country 
over  which  1 travelled,  would,  it  is  presumed,  have 
contributed  more,  could  1 have  found  it  practicable 
to  spend  more  time  among  them.  From  other  places 
where  the  prospect  of  success  seemed  to  invite,  I ob- 
tained nothing.  Particularly  was  this  the  case  in 
many  of  the  most  populous  and  w ealthy  towns  on 
my  route;  all  of  which  had  been  visited, just  before 
my  arrival,  by  Agents  from  the  American  Board  of 
Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions.” 

In  the  month  of  January,  the  Rev.  Wm.  M‘Lean, 
of  Cleaveland,  in  Ohio,  was  recommended  to  a the 
Board  as  a person  well  calculated  for  the  duties  of  a 
travelling  Agent.  A Commission  was  forwarded  to 
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him  on  the  1st  of  February,  with  instructions  to 
proceed  through  the  Southern  States  as  far  as  the 
season  would  permit.  The  Board  are  just  inform- 
ed, that  Mr.  M‘Lean  was  on  a journey  to  Upper 
Canada  when  their  communications  arrived  at 
Cleaveland,  and  that  on  his  return  he  was  prevent- 
ed, by  sickness  in  his  family  and  the  advanced  state 
of  the  season,  from  accepting  his  appointment. 

Mr.  Charles  Hyde,  a Licentiate  of  the  Presbytery 
of  Jersey,  received  a Commission  in  the  month  of 
March,  with  instructions  to  proceed  through  the 
States  of  New-Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Delaware,  and 
Maryland.  Mr.  Hyde  is  still  occupied  in  fulfilling 
the  duties  of  his  commission. 

BOARDS  OF  AGENCY. 

It  tvas  stated  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Society, 
that  the  Managers  had  appointed  Boards  of  Agen- 
cy at  Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati,  and  Louisville — the 
first  embracing  the  Synod  of  Pittsburgh;  the  second, 
the  Synod  of  Ohio ; and  the  third,  the  Synod  of 
Kentucky.  From  the  first  and  third,  no  official  in- 
formation has  yet  been  received.  It  is,  however, 
understood,  that  the  Board  at  Louisville  was  or- 
ganized early  in  the  last  summer ; and  its  first  An- 
nual Report  is  daily  expected. 

The  Board  of  Agency  at  Cincinnati  was  or- 
ganized in  the  month  of  May.  Several  communi- 
cations have  been  received  from  its  Secretary ; and 
your  Managers  feel  highly  gratified  with  the  prompt 
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and  spirited  co-operation  which  it  has  already 
afforded,  and  which  it  promises  in  future. 

From  the  First  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  ol 
Agency  at  Cincinnati,  we  present  to  the  Society  the 
following  extracts : — 

“ The  Board  of  Agency  in  this  place  for  the  United  Foreign 
Missionary  Society,  in  presenting  their  First  Annual  Report, 
beg  leave  to  observe,  that  pursuant  to  a letter  of  instructions, 
of  April  2,  1822,  directed  to  Mr.  John  F.  Keys,  late  agent  for 
the  Society,  a Board  was  organized  in  this  place,  in  May,  in- 
cluding, within  the  limits  of  its  operations,  the  Synod  of  Ohio. 

“This  Board  consists  of  fifteen  members,  viz.  Rev.  James 
Kemper,  President;  Rev.  Joshua  L.  Wilson,  Vice  President ; 
Rev.  Elijah  Slack,  Rev.  David  Root,  Rev.  John  Thompson, 
Rev.  Daniel  Hayden,  Rev.  David  Munfort,  David  E.  Wade, 
Esq.  Col.  William  Scillinger,  John  Mallard,  Esq.  Treasurer, 
Messrs.  John  F.  Keys,  Robert  Boal,  Jun.,  and  James  Chute, 
Secretary.  Immediately  after  the  organization  of  the  Board, 
they  proceeded  to  take  such  measures  as  were  deemed  the  most 
efi’ectual  to  promote  the  objects  of  their  appointment.  A circu- 
lar letter  was  addressed  to  the  Ministers,  and  other  pious  influ- 
ential persons  throughout  the  Synod  of  Ohio,  urging  the  im- 
portance of  forming  Auxiliary  Societies,  and  endeavouring  to 
excite  a general  sentiment  in  favour  of  the  Missionary  cause. 

“ In  October  last  the  Synod  of  Ohio  met  in  this  place.  This 
was  considered  an  auspicious  period  to  prefer  the  claims  of  the 
Society,  and  this  Board  addressed  the  Synod  on  the  subject  of 
Missions.  The  Synod  addressed  a Circular  to  the  Churches, 
in  which  was  represented,  in  a clear  and  favourable  manner,  the 
importance  of  Missionary  exertions.  What  will  be  the  result 
of  the  measures  taken  by  your  Board  is  yet  to  be  developed. 
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“ Sanguine  expectations  were  entertained,  that  the  Christian 
community  would  be  roused  to  a sense  of  their  duty  to  the  hea- 
then, and  that  some  efficient  measures  would  be  taken  to  supply 
the  temporal  necessities  of  those  who  are  devoting  their  lives  to 
impart  the  bread  of  life  to  the  spiritually  destitute.  The  Board 
have  not,  however,  fully  realized  their  expectations  with  regard 
to  the  formation  of  Auxiliaries  since  the  circulation  of  their  let- 
ter, and  the  circular  of  the  Synod.  They  have,  therefore,  ad- 
dressed the  Presbyteries  with  a view  to  employ  an  Agent,  or 
Agents,  to  go  through  their  bounds  and  establish  Auxiliaries, 
and  obtain  subscriptions  to  the  Missionary  Register.  Twenty 
Auxiliary  Societies  have  sent  contributions  to  this  Agency.  A 
short  time  previous  to  the  organization  of  this  Board,  clothing, 
provisions,  and  other  articles  which  had  been  contributed  by 
the  above-mentioned  Societies,  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  were  sent  by  Mr.  Keys  to.  the  Union  Mission. 

“ On  the  15th  of  July  this  Board  forwarded  to  the  Harmony 
Station,  clothing  and  farming  utensils  to  the  amount  of  four 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  These  were  sent  to  Mr.  YVurtz,  the 
Missionary  Agent  in  Louisville ; but  the  Board  have  not  yet 
heard  of  their  arrival  at  the  Station.  A letter  was  received 
some  time  ago  from  the  Union  Mission,  stating  that  the  freight 
of  their  goods,  up  the  Arkansaw,  cost  them  last  year  about  one 
thousand  dollars;  that  they  had  sold  one  boat,  and  lost  the  other; 
that  they  stood  in  need  of  a boat ; and  that  they  wanted  seven 
hands  to  aid  them  in  their  business.  The  Mission  requested 
that  a boat  be  purchased,  and  seven  hands  hired  for  one  year ; 
and  that  these  hands  should  take  the  boat,  loaded  with  provi- 
sions, to  the  Station.  This  measure,  they  conceive,  will  save 
expense.  Their  calculation  is  as  follows,  viz. : cost  of  a keel 
boat,  three  hundred  dollars  ; seven  hands,  at  fifteen  dollars  per 
month,  for  three  months,  the  time  thought  necessary  to  take  a 
boat  to  them,  three  hundred  and  fifteen ; provisions  thirty-five 
dollars.  Total,  six  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 
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“This  calculation  was  too  large.  A boat  has  been  purchased 
for  one  hundred  and  thirty  dollars.  Seven  hands  have  been 
engaged  at  twelve  dollars  per  month,  for  one  year.  In  addition 
to  these,  a Captain  of  the  boat  has  been  engaged  for  one  hun- 
dred dollars  for  the  voyage.  On  the  reception  of  this  letter 
from  Mr.  Vaill,  the  Board  addressed  a Circular  to  all  the  Aux- 
iliary Societies,  urging  their  prompt  attention  to  this  call  of 
their  Missionaries.  Some  of  them  have  sent  in  their  annual  do- 
nations, and  the  Board  have  fitted  out  the  boat,  with  the  arti- 
cles mentioned  in  the  invoice  annexed  to  this  Report.  Distant 
Auxiliaries  have  probably  been  prevented  from  sending  in  their 
donations,  in  consequence  of  the  almost  impassable  state  of  the 
roads. 

“ Yesterday  the  Missionary  boat  left  this,  with  an  excellent 
stage  of  water  to  descend  the  Ohio.  This  is  our  only  apology 
for  delaying  this  Report  to  this  time. 

“ The  Board  have  received  the  fifth  Annual  Report  of  the 
United  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  together  with  the  twelfth 
number  of  the  second  volume,  and  the  three  first  numbers  of 
the  third  volume  of  the  American  Missionary  Register.  It 
would  be  gratifying  to  the  Board  to  receive  them  regularly; 
and  they  are  determined  to  use  all  possible  exertions  to  give 
them  a wide  circulation.” 

A Board  of  Agenc}^  has  lately  been  appointed  for 
St.  Louis,  in  the  State  of  Missouri.  The  Commis- 
sion was  sent  forward  on  the  10th  of  March,  em- 
bracing the  names  of  his  Excellency  Governor 
M‘Nair,  the  Hon.  Nathaniel  B.  Tucker,  the  Rev. 
Salmon  Giddings,  Col.  Robert  Quails,  and  Messrs. 
Stephen  Hempstead,  Thomas  Forsythe,Wm.  P.  Hunt, 
John  Schackford,  and  Edward  Tracy,  Esquires. 
Your  Managers  anticipate  much  benefit  from  a 
Board  of  Agency  established  at  this  important  point. 
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COMMISSIONERS  FOR  EXPLORING  THE 
INDIAN  COUNTRY. 

The  renewed  appointment  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Leslie, 
of  the  Ohio  Mission  Church,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gid- 
dings,  of  St.  Louis,  as  Commissioners  for  exploring 
the  Indian  Country  on  the  Banks  of  the  Missouri, 
was  reported  at  your  last  Annual  Meeting.  A com- 
munication was  subsequently  received  from  Mr. 
Lesslie,  declining  his  appointment,  in  consequence 
of  the  indisposition  of  his  family.  Mr.  Giddings 
accepted  his  Commission,  and  commenced  his  ex- 
ploring tour  on  the  22d  of  April.  From  Chariton, 
where  he  remained  to  fulfil  some  previous  appoint- 
ments, until  the  15th  of  May,  he  proceeded  in  cotm 
pany  with  Major  O’Fallon,  the  Indian  Agent,  who 
was  returning  from  the  seat  of  Government  with 
the  Indian  Deputation  mentioned  in  our  last  Report. 

In  the  course  of  his  journey,  Mr.  Giddings  visited 
the  three  Sections  of  the  Pawnees,  and  the  Mahaw 
and  Otto  Tribes,  and  selected  a site  for  an  extensive 
Missionary  Establishment  in  the  vicinity  of  Council 
Bluffs.  He  was  prevented  by  incessant  rains  and 
high  freshets  from  extending  his  journey  to  the  Kon- 
zas  Tribe,  and  from  visiting,  on  his  return,  your  Mis- 
sionary Family  at  Harmony.  He  was  every  where 
received  and  treated,  by  the  Indians,  with  hospitality 
and  friendship.  His  journey,  however,  was  pecu- 
liarly fatiguing  and  perilous.  He  never  travelled  a 
day  without  being  thoroughly  wet,  either  by  rain,  or 
by  swimming  the  rivers ; and,  at  times,  his  clothes 
were  not  dry  for  several  days  in  succession.  Yet, 
under  the  smiles  of  a kind  Providence,  he  was  pre- 
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served  through  the  whole  tour  without  suffering  an 
hour  of  sickness,  and  was  permitted,  after  an  ab- 
sence of  fourteen  weeks,  to  return  in  good  health  to 
his  family  and  the  people  of  his  charge. 

In  his  long  and  interesting  journal.  Mr.  Giddings 
has  furnished  the  Board  with  much  valuable  infoima- 
tion  in  relation  to  the  Indians  he  visited — their  po- 
pulation, local  position,  habits,  character,  and  history 
— and  the  face,  climate,  and  productions  of  the  coun- 
try they  inhabit. 

From  this  Journal,  your  Managers  present  the 
following  extracts,  embracing  some  circumstances 
favourable  to  the  forming  of  a Missionary  Establish- 
ment in  that  region,  and  some  account  of  the  site 
selected  for  the  purpose  : — 

“ Very  few  of  the  Indians  appeared  in  any  degree  opposed  to 
such  an  establishment  as  the  one  contemplated  by  the  Society. 
All  allowed  that  it  would  be  a very  fine  thing  if  it  could  be  ef- 
fected. The}'  acknowledged  that  it  would  be  very  good  to 
learn  to  read  and  write,  make  cloth,  and  knives,  &ic.,  if  it  were 
practicable.  It  is  so  far  beyond  what  they  ever  saw  an  Indian 
perform,  that  they  consider  it  utterly  impossible. 

“ You  will  see,  from  their  speeches,  that  they  are  fatalists,  and 
deem  themselves  incapable  of  improvement.  This  idea  pre- 
vails, with  few'  exceptions.  Most  of  them,  however,  appeared 
willing  to  make  the  experiment.  I am  persuaded  that  many 
children  might  be  obtained  for  a school  establishment,  in  what 
the  Indians  would  consider  a safe  place.  There  are  about 
twenty  children  at  the  two  trading-houses,  w ho  are  half  breeds. 
There  are  also  about  twelve  or  thirteen  Frenchmen,  living  with 
the  Pawnees,  who  have  Indian  wives,  several  of  whom  have 
families,  and  are  anxious  that  a School  should  be  established, 
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that  their  children  might  be  taught.  Most  of  the  traders  of 
note,  told  me  that  they  were  satisfied  there  w uld  be  no  diffi- 
culty in  obtaining  children  for  the  School.  Several  families  of 
the  Otto  Tribe  came  and  encamped  near  the  trading-houses  last 
week,  begging  for  subsistence.  They  would  gladly  have  given 
their  children  to  be  educated  in  a Mission  family.  Even  the 
Sieux  nation  sent  one  child  this  Spring  to  St.  Louis  to  be  edu- 
cated ; and  a Chief  sent  one  of  his  to  a trading-house,  for  the 
same  purpose. 

“ A situation  on  the  Missouri,  not  very  remote  from  the  gar- 
rison, would  possess  many  advantages,  besides  simply  protec- 
tion. Such  a situation  would  secure  the  confidence  of  the 
several  nations,  and  many  of  their  people  would  send  their 
children  to  School.  These  children,  by  being  educated  to- 
gether, would  contract  a friendship,  and  form  a similarity  of 
characters  and  manners  which  would  have  a tendency  to  banish 
prejudice,  promote  peace,  and  inspire  mutual  confidence  among 
the  different  tribes.  The  traders  inform  me  that  they  could 
easily  obtain  a number  of  children  for  education,  from  the  na- 
tions high  up  the  Missouri ; and  that  they  would  cheerfully  do 
it  if  the  School  was  established  near  the  fort.  The  expense 
of  conveying  things  necessary  for  the  Mission  to  this  vicinity, 
would  be  much  less  than  to  any  place  at  a distance  from  the 
river.  At  the  garrison  there  is  a good  grist-mill  and  saw-mill, 
the  use  of  which  has  been  kindly  tendered  to  the  Mission  fa- 
mily, until  they  could  be  furnished  with  mills  of  their  own. 

“ These  considerations,  and  others  which  I shall  mention, 
have  led  me  to  select  a station  for  the  Mission,  should  the  So- 
ciety establish  one  in  this  region.  It  is  within  a few  miles  of 
the  Garrison,  and  not  very  remote  from  two  trading  houses, 
comprising  a bend  in  the  Missouri,  having  a bluff  on  the  west, 
which  is  about  140  feet  high,  and  which,  excepting  at  two  or 
three  places,  is  very  steep.  One  mile  of  fence  would  enclose 
at  least  fifteen  hundred  acres  of  first-rate  land,  about  one-third 
of  which  is  well  timbered,  and  most  of  the  other  has  consi- 
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derable  timber  upon  it.  One  half  might  be  ploughed,  and  the 
other  produces  good  grass.  On  the  bluff  is  a tract  of  land  ex- 
tending about  half  a mile  up  and  down  the  river,  and  about 
sixty  rods  wide,  which  is  level,  and  very  rich,  with  a fine 
growth  of  walnut,  oak,  hackberry,  elm,  mulberry,  ash,  and 
basswood.  Back  of  this  is  a second  bluff,  of  gentle  ascent. 
The  country  is  timbered  for  some  miles  around.  At  the  foot 
of  the  first  bluff  is  a never-failing  spring,  which  is  nearly  suf- 
ficient to  turn  a mill.  The  water  is  pure  and  good.  From  a 
handsome  site  on  the  bluff  to  the  spring  is  about  six  hundred 
yards,  and  a gentle  descent,  so  that  a good  road  might  be 
made.  The  spring  comes  out  of  the  bluff  at  least  fifteen  feet 
above  the  bottom,  and  might  be  carried  to  any  part  of  the  fif- 
teen hundred  acres.  There  is  also  about  two  acres  of  land 
adjoining  the  spring,  and  below  the  blufl',  which  is  about  ten 
feet  higher  than  the  other  part  of  the  bottom.  Not  much  of 
this  bottom  ever  overflows.  This  is  the  handsomest  site  for  a 
Missionary  establishment  I have  yet  seen,  and  it  embraces  more 
advantages  than  any  other  in  the  country.  The  soil  is  supe- 
rior, and  the  establishment  may  be  carried  on  to  any  extent; 
and  from  this,  other  establishments  may  be  extended  to  par- 
ticular tribes,  as  opportunity  may  present.” 

In  the  course  of  the  last  winter  a letter  was  re- 
ceived from  Mr.  Giddings,  communicating  informa- 
tion which  he  had  lately  received  from  some  of  the 
Indian  Tribes  on  the  banks  of  the  Mississippi,  and 
recommending  that  their  country  be  explored  in  the 
course  of  the  present  season.  A Commission  for  this 
purpose  was  immediately  forwarded  to  him,  and  he 
is  now,  it  is  believed,  occupied  in  fulfilling  its  duties. 

AMERICAN  MISSION AR  Y REGISTER . 

In  the  course  of  the  last  year,  your  Managers, 
finding  their  expenditures  increased,  their  funds  ex- 
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hausted,  and  their  Treasurer  largely  in  advance,  were 
convinced  of  the  necessity  of  adopting  new  and  effi- 
cient measures  to  enable  them  to  redeem  the  credit 
and  sustain  the  operations  of  the  Institution.  They 
were  also  persuaded,  that  no  system  could  be  devised 
which  would  combine  the  efforts  and  resources  of  the 
Christian  public  to  a sufficient  extent,  unless  it  em- 
braced a plan  of  giving  a wider  diffusion  to  Missiona- 
ry Intelligence,  and  especially  to  such  as  relates  to 
the  labours  and  designs  of  your  Society.  They,  there- 
fore, assumed,  as  their  own,  the  publication  entitled 
the  American  Missionary  Register.  To  bring 
this  work  within  the  reach  of  almost  every  family  in 
the  community,  they  reduced  its  size  to  thirty-two 
pages  a month,  and  its  price  to  the  moderate  sum  of 
one  Dollar  and  a half  a year. 

The  work,  as  issued  in  the  name  and  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  Society,  commenced  in  January.  The 
number  of  Subscribers  was  then  less  than  eight  hun- 
dred. About  six  hundred  have  since  been  received ; 
and  your  Managers  are  induced  to  hope,  that  as 
many  thousands  will,  ere  long,  be  added  to  its  list  of 
patrons.  For  such  an  accession,  they  look,  under  the 
smiles  of  Providence,  to  the  zealous  co-operation  of 
their  Auxiliary  Societies,  and  the  efficient  influence 
of  the  Clergy  and  other  friends  of  the  Missionary 
cause.

By  this  summary,  it  will  be  seen  that  your  receipts 
have  again  fallen  far  short  of  your  expenditures. 
Your  Managers  have  been  compelled  to  dispose  of 
the  remainder  of  your  stock,  amounting  to  about  two 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-eight  dollars; 
and  there  is  now  a balance  due  to  your  Treasurer  of 
two  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixty-three  dollars — 
making  a deficiency,  in  the  receipts  of  the  year,  of 
jive  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty  dollars. 

Notwithstanding  this  unfavourable  state  of  your 
funds,  your  Managers  will  neither  cherish  the  feel- 
ings nor  adopt  the  language  of  despondency.  In  the 
spirit  of  their  last  Report,  they  still  retain  their  con- 
fidence in  the  liberality  and  good  faith  of  the  several 
sections  of  the  Church  under  whose  patronage  this 
Society  was  established.  They  cannot  indulge  the 
suspicion,  that  their  fellow-christians  will  permit  the 
Institution  to  languish,  or  its  devoted  Missionaries 
to  suffer  in  the  wilderness,  for  want  of  pecuniary  sup- 
port. So  long  as  their  expenditures  continue  to  be 
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regulated  by  a due  regard  to  usefulness  and  economy, 
they  feel  constrained  to  believe,  that,  however  wide- 
ly, under  the  guidance  of  Providence,  they  extend 
their  operations,  they  will  be  borne  out,  by  the  mu- 
nificence of  the  religious  community,  in  their  work 
of  faith , and  their  labour  of  love. 

RESOURCES  AND  CONCLUSION. 

By  the  statement  of  Receipts  already  given,  it 
will  be  seen  that  our  funds,  however  inadequate  to 
our  necessities,  have  been  derived  from  more  than 
twenty  sources.  To  one  of  these — contributions  at 
the  Monthly  Concert  of  Prayer — the  attention  of  the 
Society  was  particularly  called  in  our  last  Report. 
It  was  then  computed,  that,  if  each  of  the  two 
thousand  congregations,  constituting  your  nominal 
patrons,  should  contribute  five  dollars  at  every 
Monthly  Concert,  you  would  be  furnished,  from  this 
single  source,  with  an  annual  revenue  of  sufficient 
amount  to  form  six  or  eight  extensive  Missionary 
Establishments,  and  to  transmit  the  necessary  sup- 
plies to  those  already  formed.  Let  it  now’  be  added, 
that,  had  these  Congregations  contributed  the  ave- 
rage amount  of  only  one  dollar  a month,  and  had  you 
been  cut  off  from  every  other  resource,  your  Mana- 
gers w ould  have  been  enabled  to  meet  every  demand 
with  promptitude,  and  to  report  at  the  present  time, 
either  a balance  of  several  thousand  dollars  in  your 
Treasury,  or  another  Mission  Family  on  the  way  to 
the  Western  Wilderness. 

Soon  after  your  last  Annual  Meeting,  letters  on 
this  subject  were  addressed  to  the  General  Assembly 
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of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  the  Ceneral  Synods 
of  the  Reformed  Dutch  and  the  Associate  Reformed 
Churches.  Recommendations  were  promptly  sent 
down,  by  these  Judicatories,  to  their  respective  Con- 
gregations, urging  the  importance  of  taking  up  col- 
lections at  the  Monthly  Concert,  and  transmitting 
the  amount  to  your  Treasury.  As  the  result  of  this 
measure,  the  Board  are  happy  to  state,  that  the  Con- 
gregations thus  contributing  to  your  funds,  have  con- 
siderably more  than  doubled  in  number ; and  your 
Managers  cannot  but  hope,  that  a large  proportion, 
if  not  the  whole  of  the  Churches,  will  soon  adopt  a 
measure  so  warmly  recommended  by  the  highest 
Ecclesiastical  authorities,  and  so  well  calculated  to 
promote  the  interests  of  the  Missionary  cause. 

It  appears,  by  the  present  Report,  that  you  have 
now  on  your  Records  one  hundred  and  sixty-five 
Auxiliary  Societies.  Although  the  number  is  compa- 
ratively respectable,  yet,  were  a Missionary  spirit 
every  where  sufficiently  excited,  it  would  rapidly  in- 
crease, until  every  Congregation  should  furnish  you 
with  an  Auxiliary  Institution.  Of  the  Auxiliaries 
already  formed,  sixty -one  have  contributed  in  money, 
and  thirty-four  in  clothing,  provisions,  and  mechan- 
ic and  agricultural  utensils.  Front  the  remaining 
seventy , your  Managers  regret  to  state,  neither  remit- 
tances nor  communications  have  been  received  dur- 
ing the  year  which  has  now  closed. 

In  the  course  of  the  year,  fifteen  Clergymen  and 
thirteen  Laymen  have  been  added  to  the  list  of  life 
members  of  your  Society.  Of  the  former,  the  great- 
er number  were  constituted  members  by  the  liberal!- 
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ty  of  the  Ladies  of  their  respective  Congregations. 
The  example  is  worthy  of  general  imitation.  By 
the  contribution  of  a few  cents  each,  the  Ladies  of, 
any  Church  may  accomplish  the  threefold  object,  of 
gratifying  their  own  benevolent  feelings,  manifesting 
appropriate  affection  for  their  Pastor,  and  rendering 
important  aid  to  the  cause  of  Indian  Missions. 

The  computation  we  have  given,  in  relation  to  the 
Monthly  Concert,  it  would  be  an  easy  task  to  apply 
to  Auxiliary  Societies,  to  the  efforts  of  pious  females 
in  constituting  their  Pastors  Life  Members  of  the  So- 
ciety, and  to  various  other  resources.  It  would  not 
be  difficult  to  point  out  the  facility  with  which  the 
requisite  funds  might  be  supplied,  for  sending  forth 
Mission  after  Mission,  until  a competent  establishment 
shall  have  been  formed  in  every  Indian  Tribe  on  our 
Continent.  To  accomplish  so  important  an  object, 
nothing  is  required  but  unison  in  feeling  and  in  ef- 
fort. The  Churches  possess  the  means,  and  it  is  in 
the  power  of  one  or  two  influential  men  in  each 
Church,  to  bring  those  means  into  a concentrated 
and  efficient  operation. 

Your  Managers  cannot  conclude  their  report  with- 
out a distinct  and  grateful  recognition  of  the  bless- 
ing of  God  upon  their  arduous  and  complicated  la- 
bours. Under  the  smiles  of  his  superintending  Pro- 
vidence, many  valuable  improvements  have  been 
made  at  your  various  Missionary  Establishments  ; a 
protracted  and  desolating  war,  in  the  vicinity  of  one 
of  your  Stations,  has  been  brought  to  a close;  one 
Mission  Family  has  been  conveyed  to  its  destined 
field  ; two  promising  Missionary  Schools  have  been 
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instituted;  about  forty  Indian  children  have  been 
added  to  the  fifteen  or  twenty  previously  admitted 
into  the  Schools  under  your  care ; two  Missionary 
Churches  have  been  regularly  organized  ; four  In- 
dian Chiefs  have  abandoned  their  heathen  rites,  and 
publicly  professed  their  faith  in  Christ ; a number  of 
other  Chiefs  have  renounced  the  principles  and  cus- 
toms of  their  pagan  ancestors,  and  are  Jiving  appa- 
rently in  the  belief  and  under  the  influence  of  the 
Gospel ; and  in  your  five  Mission  Families,  inhabit- 
ing different  climates  ; and  embracing,  if  you  include 
hired  men  and  Indian  children,  at  least  one  hundred 
and  fifty  members,  not  a single  death  has  taken  place 
to  cast  a gloom  over  the  auspicious  occurrences  of 
the  year.  In  these  and  other  signal  marks  of  the 
Divine  favour,  your  Managers  discover  enough  to 
excite  their  undissembled  gratitude,  and  to  prompt 
them  to  increased  exertions  in  behalf  of  the  benight- 
ed and  perishing  pagans. 

That  the  American  Savage  is  capable  of  being  both 
civilized  and  christianized,  can  no  longer  be  ques- 
tioned. The  problem  is  already  solved.  Successful 
experiment  has  placed  the  subject  beyond  a doubt. 
Your  Managers  would,  therefore,  call  upon  the  pro- 
fessors of  religion  and  the  friends  of  human  happi- 
ness, throughout  the  community,  to  combine  their 
efforts  in  this  benevolent  and  glorious  work. 

Upon  the  people  of  this  country  rests  a respon- 
sibility, in  relation  to  the  Indian  Tribes,  of  deep  and 
tremendous  import.  “ Sovereigns,”  says  an  intelli- 
gent traveller,  “ from  time  immemorial  of  the  inter- 
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minable  forests,  which  overshadow  this  vast  Conti- 
nent, this  injured  race  have  gradually  been  driven, 
by  the  white  usurpers  of  their  soil,  within  the  limits  > 
of  their  present  precarious  possessions.”  “ Of  the 
innumerable  Tribes,  which,  a few  centuries  since, 
roamed,  fearless  and  independent,  in  their  native 
forests,  how  many  have  been  swept  into  oblivion, 
and  are  with  the  generations  before  the  flood  ! Of 
others,  not  a trace  remains  but  in  tradition,  or  in  the 
person  of  some  solitary  wanderer,  the  last  of  his 
Tribe,  who  hovers,  like  a ghost,  among  the  sepul- 
chres of  his  fathers — a spark  still  faintly  glimmering 
in  the  ashes  of  an  extinguished  race.”  Alas ! shall 
the  sword  of  avarice,  or  the  strong  arm  of  civilized 
power,  still  pursue  this  unhappy  people  ? Shall  the 
unceasing  and  relentless  force  of  emigration  drive 
them  from  forest  to  forest,  until  the  last  unpitied 
remnant,  struggling  for  existence,  shall  fall  on  the 
verge  of  the  Western  Ocean,  or  perish  in  its  flood ! 
Will  not  the  voice  of  humanity  prompt  us  to  arrest 
this  unremitting  progress  of  extermination.  Does 
not  the  command  of  our  Saviour — does  not  the  glory 
of  our  country  require  us  to  extend  to  the  wretched 
survivors  the  hand  of  Christian  charity,  and  to  raise 
them  to  a high  and  happy  destiny  ? Let,  then,  Mis- 
sionary Institutions,  established  to  convey  to  them  the 
benefits  of  civilization  and  the  blessings  of  Christi- 
anity, be  efficiently  supported ; and,  with  cheering 
hope,  you  may  look  forward  to  the  period,  when  the 
savage  shall  be  converted  into  the  citizen  ; when  the 
hunter  shall  be  transformed  to  the  agriculturist  or 
the  mechanic  ; wffien  the  farm,  the  workshop,  the 
school-house,  and  the  church,  shall  adorn  every  In- 
dian Village ; when  the  fruits  of  Industry,  good  or- 
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der,  and  sound  morals,  shall  bless  every  Indian  dwell- 
ing; and  when,  throughout  the  vast  range  of  coun- 
try from  the  Mississippi  to  the  Pacific,  the  red  mail 
and  the  white  man  shall  every  where  be  found,  ming- 
ling in  the  same  pursuits,  cherishing  the  same  bene- 
volent and  friendly  feelings,  fellow-citizens  of  the 
same  civil  and  religious  community,  and  fellow- heirs 
to  a glorious  inheritance  in  the  Kingdom  of  Im- 
manuel.*

UNDER  THE  DIRECTION  OF  THE 

UNITED  FOREIGN  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY, 

COMPILED  MAY,  1823. 

The  Society  was  instituted  in  July,  1817,  under  the  patronage  of  the 
General.  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church , and  the  General 
Synods  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  and  Associate  Reformed  Churches.

I.  UNION  MISSION. 

Commenced  in  1820. — Situated  on  the  West  Bank  of  Grand  River, 
about  twenty -five  miles  North  of  its  entrance  into  the  Arkansaw,  and 
about  seven  hundred  miles  above  the  junction  of  the  Arkansaw  and  the 
Mississippi. 

Rev.  William  F.  Vaill  and  Rev.  Epaphras  Chapman,  Missionaries  ; Marcus  Palm- 
er, Physician  and  Surgeon;  and  Messrs  William  C.  Requa,  Stephen  Fuller,  Abra- 
ham Redfield,  John  M.  Spaulding,  Alexander  Woodruff,  and  George  Requa,  Assistant. 
Missionaries.  There  is  a School  at  this  Station  of  nine  Indian  Children,  who  live  in 
the  Mission  F amily. 

II.  GREAT  OSAGE  MISSION. 

Commenced  in  1821. — Situated  on  the  North  Bank  of  the  Marias 
de  Cein , about  six  miles  above  its  entrance  into  the  Osage  River,  and 
about  eighty  miles  South  West  of  Fort  Osage. 

Rev.  Nathaniel  B.  Dodge,  Rev.  Benton  Fixley,  and  Rev.  William  B.  Montgomery, 
Missionaries  ; William  N.  Belcher,  Physician  and  Surgeon;  and  Messrs.  Daniel  H. 
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Austin,  Samuel  Newton,  Samuel  B Bright,  Otis  Sprague,  and  Amasft  Jones,  Assistant 
Missionaries.  At  this  Station  theic  is  a School  of  twelve  Indian  Children,  living  in  the 
Family. 

III.  TUSCARORA  MISSION. 

This  Mission,  having  been  under  the  care  of  the  New-York  Mis- 
sionary Society  about  twenty  tears,  was  transferred  to  the  United 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  in  January,  1821.  It  is  situated  in  the 
Tuscarora  Village,  about  four  miles  East  of  Lewistown,  Niagara  Coun- 
ty, New-York. 

The  Rev.  James  C.  Crane,  Missionary.  There  is  a Church  of  twenty-one  Indian 
Members;  and  a School,  the  children  of  which  do  not  live  in  the  Mission  family. 

IV.  SENECA  MISSION. 

Commenced  by  the  New-York  Missionary  Society  in  1811,  and 
trans  erred  to  the  United  Foreign  Missionary  Society  in  January, 
1821.  Situated  about  four  or  five  miles  from  Buffalo,  near  the  outlet 
of  Lake  Erie. 

Rev.  Thompson  S.  Harris,  Missionary  ; and  Mr.  James  Young,  Assistant  Missiona- 
ry. There  is  a Church  of  four  Indian  Members — also  a School  of  nineteen  Indian  Chil- 
dren living  in  the  Mission  Family. 

V.  CATARAUGUS  MISSION. 

Commenced  in  1822. — Situated  near  the  shore  of  Lake  Erie,  and 
about  forty  miles  from  Buffalo. 

A School  of  seventeen  Indian  Chil- 
dren living  in  the  Family’.
